THE INDEPENDENTS EXCITED. VERDICT REACHED QUICKLY 


DEATH PENALTY 2 Pretty Silks. 


Fashionable in 
the Extreme. 


FOR J. SAMUEL M’CUE FOR 
MURDER OF HIS WIFE. 


They Believe the Trust Has Entered 
Upon a War of Extermi¬ 
nation. 


Peoria, Ill., Nov. 6.—The Announce¬ 
ment to-day that the bowing price of 
whisky had again dropped from $1.24 
to $1.23. making a fall by successive 
stages of five cents in about two 
months, caused & sensation among in¬ 
dependent dealers. Independents say 
they are convinced that the trust 1 ms 
begun a war of extermination. The fight 
has been carried on -between the in¬ 
dependents as individuals and collect¬ 
ively against the trust. Well-informed 
whisky men are of the opinion that the 
price may go still lower. All the local 
houses are running at full capacity, 
grinding nearly 100,000 bushels of corn 
per day. 

When the announcement of the re¬ 
duction was made on ’change scenes of 
excitement ensued. There wus a hur¬ 
raed conference of the independents, and 
an effort was made to forbid the pub¬ 
lication of the figures. It was declared 
that the cut was not bona fide and that 
It would not be allowed to stand. 

The result of the conference and con¬ 
sultation with the Board of Trade of¬ 
ficials was that the quotations were 
taken off the board and no official quo¬ 
tations appeared at 12:45. 

Samuel Woolner, of Woolner & Co., 
declared that the quotation was a bluff 
on the port of the trust people. 

The first cut was made-by the inde¬ 
pendents. after an agreement had been 
entered Into, so the trust people say, 
to hold the basing price at $1.2S. The 
trust decided two months ago to en¬ 
gage in a war of extermination, and 
gradually worked the price down to the 
figures announced to-day by Frederick 
Klngslner. the trust manager of Peoria. 

The capacity of the trust house* In 
Peoria—the Great Western, Monarch 
and Atlas—is about 35,000 bushels of 
corn dally. The combined output of the 
Woolners, Corning & Chirk plants Is a 
trifle larger. No whisky was offered 
publicly at the price announced to-day.

FRAUDS ON TAXPAYERS. 


San Francisco. Nov. 5.—A report from 
the local United States Immigration In¬ 
spectors has been forwarded to Frank 
P. Sargent, Commissioner of Immigra¬ 
tion. on certain frauds on taxpayers be¬ 
ing perpetrated by aJiens. The Admin¬ 
istration has discovered that in nearly 
every State in the Union a large per¬ 
centage of the inmates of asylums for 
orphans and aliens are sent to this 
country especially for the purpose of 
being placed in those Institutions, where 
better care and treatment are given 
than can be obtained in similar Insti¬ 
tutions in Europe. 

The report deals with institutions of 
the kind In this district. The facts will 
be presented to Congress.

Death of a Temperance Lecturer. 

Fort Wayne. Ind.. Nov. 5.—Mason 
Long, a well-known temperance lectur¬ 
er and author, died to-day. 


Pathetic Scene As His Small Chil¬ 
dren Gather Around Him and 
Weep Bitterly. 


Charlottesville. Va., Nov. 6.—J. Sam¬ 
uel McCue, for four years Mayor of 
Charlottesville, to-day was found guilty 
of the murder of his wife, 
Fanny McCue, on Sunday night. 
September 4 last. The verdict 
was murder In the first degree, which 
carries with it the death penalty. The 
Jury deliberated less than half an hour. 
I A dead silence prevailed in the court 
room when the Jury filed back Into the 
chamber to announce the fate of the 
accused. The crowd that filled the 
court room remained until the Jury 
came In. Mr. McCue had grown ner¬ 
vous as Mr. Gilmer, the Common¬ 
wealth’!* Attorney, was closing, and the 
suspense while awaiting the Jury’s ver- 
dlce was a severe strain, but he held 
up. occasionally taking a testament 
from his pocket and reading a passage 
or two. 

When asked to stand up to hear the 
verdict he rose calmly 4 and with set 
features heard the words that sent him 
back to prison, condemned to the se¬ 
verest penalty of the law. 

It was when relaxation came during 
a half hour’s Interim while his attor¬ 
neys conferred as to their motion for 
a new trial that McCue showed emo¬ 
tion. His Uttle daughter Ruby climbed 
on his lap. her eyes reddened by weep¬ 
ing. while there also clung to his side 
two other small children. Great tears 
streamed down his cheeks. Surround¬ 
ing the group were relatives, who 
scarcely knew' what to say to cheer the 
condemned man. The verdict was re¬ 
ceived in silence by the throng, which 
literally obeyed the court’s Injunction 
that there must be no demonstration. 

Counsel for the defense moved that 
the verdict be set aside on the ground 
that the jurors had read newepupers. 
The court called the Jurors to the wit¬ 
ness stand one by one and questioned 
them dnder oath as to whether they had 
read the newspapers, as a whole they 
said they had not been influenced by 
anything they had read. The motion 
will be argued later. As McCue left th“ 
courthouse to go to Jail, accompanied 
by four guards, a large crowd was 
standing on the outside, but there was 
no untpward act. 

The crime for which the former 
Mayor was tried and convicted occur¬ 
red on the night of September 4. Mr. 
and Mrs. McCue had gone to church, 
returning home about 9 p. m. Shortly 
afterward Mrs McCue’s dead body 
clad in a rilghtrobe, was found In a 
bathtub filled with water. Mr. McCue 
told those who came In that some one 
had entered the house upon their re¬ 
turn from church, that he hnd been 
knocked senseless and his wife prob¬ 
ably killed. An investigation led to 
McCue's arrest on the charge of mur¬ 
der. Mrs. McCue had received the con¬ 
tents of a shotgun In her breast, a suf¬ 
ficient wound to cause instant death, 
but In addition she had been struck a 
heavy blow on the head, cutting an ear 
nearly In two.

two candidates the leading feature. 
What others have said or may say and 
what managers may claim or deny all 
goes for nothing In the face of the re¬ 
markable spectacle of two presidential 
candidates closing a contest with pub¬ 
lic utterances of such vigor and di¬ 
rectness that no one can mistake their 
meaning.

ROOSEVELT CONGRATULATED 


New York, Nov. 5.—With a sensa¬ 
tional and dramatic exchange of 
charges and reptles between the candi¬ 
dates, one of the most remarkable pres¬ 
idential campaigns cf recent times was 
practically brought to a close to-night 
It is not expected that much more of 
Importance will take place before the 
election, though r few belated meet¬ 
ings will be held and some statements 
and claims may be Issued. 

The whirlwind finish predicted two 
months ago has been realized. The 
unusual features of a candidate attack¬ 
ing his opponent In office and forcing 
him Into making a direct reply, followed 
by a rejoinder from the candidate Is a 
novelty and furnished the main tuple 
of conversation where politics was dis¬ 
cussed to-day. The appearance of 
Judge Parker on the public platform 
marked an epoch In the political cam¬ 
paign of 1904. for up to that time it had 
been apathetic and uninteresting. From 
his first speech to the last he has 
been growing more and more vigorous 
and more direct In his assertions, to the 
elation of the Democrats who have 
clamored for more life and ginger in the 
canvass. 

The Republican canvass larked inter¬ 
est until Cabinet officers. Senators and 
men close to the President began mak¬ 
ing replies to Judge Parker’s charges, 
but their part in It was insignificant 
compared to the bomb exploded by 
Mr. Roosevelt in his statement printed 
this morning. 

Silence has marked the management 
of the Republican campaign. But one 
pronouncement or claim has been mad© 
by any official of the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee, and In that nearly 
every'debatable State was placed In the 
Republican column. This was prompt¬ 
ly answered by the Democratic mana¬ 
gers with a claim of the same debat¬ 
able States and a sure majority In the 
electoral college. To-morrow there Is 
& promise of a summing up by the two 
committees and a final estimate as to 
the result. The wide difference In the 
claims has furnished sufficient doubt 
to give followers of both candidates 
confident hopes of success and keep the 
Interest of partisans keen until the re¬ 
sult Is known. 

Up to within three weeks of the elec¬ 
tion the campaign was remarkable for 
ft* apathy and the seeming lack of In¬ 
terest which the voters were taking 
In the canvass. 

• • • 

Campaign Started Late. 


The campaign started late. It was 
weeks ^fter the national conventions 
bad made their choice of candidates 
before* the committee charged with the 
conduct of the political campaign be¬ 
gan active work. More than this, the 
warlv work of the committees constated 
largely in distributing literature and hi 
making efforts to ascertain the drift of 
public sentiment. The fact that neither 
candidate, one because he wis In the 
presidential ch«itr. and the other lie- 
cause his Judicial temperament was an¬ 
tagonistic to the Idea, made a great 
apeech-mnklng tour of the country, is 
accountable to some extent for the 
apathy which was apparent In the ear¬ 
lier stages of the campaign.’ 

The campaign has been marked by 
the usual so-called “waves." It would 
be pointed out that there had a 

•’trend of sentiment” to one or the 
other parties, arud consequent elation or 
depression at the headquarters «»f the 
managers. There "waves” were attri¬ 
buted to reports received from doubtful 
States, to confidence expressed by those 
who should know what was going on in 
politic* and to the many rumors that 
prevail during a canvass in which four 
years’ control o t the govern men: is the 
prize. The hopos, the fears, th confi¬ 
dence and the despair of politicians 
have been reflected In the ebb ,tnd flow 
of these intangible tides of the polltlcuj 
»ea.

On His Denial of Parker’s Charges— 
Interest In the Election. 

Washington, Nov 5.— Official Wash¬ 
ington was absorbed in one topic to¬ 
day, in the closing hours of the presi¬ 
dential campaign—the reply of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to the charges of cam¬ 
paign corruption made by Judge Alton 
B- Barker, the Democratic candidate 
for the presidency. Throughout the day 
the President was overwhelmed with 
callers, many of whom desired to*see 
hint concerning his statement Issued 
last night. <'ungratulatlons poured In 
upon him from many sources. They 
were conveyed to him personally and 
by mail and telegraph. With only a 
few' of his personal friends did the 
President discuss the subject. He trans¬ 
acted as usual the routine business of 
his office and late in the afternoon 
participated In a game of tennis w hich, 
with horseback riding, constitutes his 
ordinary recreation. 

So tar as Washington is concerned, 
the campaign which is now drawing to 
a close has been notably quiet. Inter¬ 
est In the campaign hits been Intense, 
'however, the interest being evidenced 
by the greal number of Government 
employes, officials and subordinates who 
have gone or are going to lheir homes 
to cast their vote. Nearly all of the 
prominent officials of the executive de¬ 
partments are absent from Washing¬ 
ton. To-night only two members of 
the Cabinet are In the city, and both 
of them will be at their homes on elec¬ 
tion day to cast their votes.

President To Vote. 

President Roosevelt will leave here 
next Monday night for Oyster Day. He 
will be accompanied by Secretary Loeb 
and several White House attache?, who, 
with the President, will vote In Oyster 
Bay. The presidential party will travel 
from Washington In a special car to 
be attached to the regular train on the 
Pennsylvania railroad which leaves for 
New York at 12:30 a. m.

The President will arrive In Oyster 
Ba>t at 10:15 a. m.. and is scheduled 
to leav^there at 11 o’clock. In the 
three-quarters of an hour he and the 
members of his party who are entitled 
to vote must deposit their ballots. The 
President’* party will return Immedi¬ 
ately to Washington, being due to ar¬ 
rive here about f»:30 o’clock Tuesday 
evening.

To Receive Returns. 


The President will receive returns of 
the election at the executive offices 
Tuesday night. As usual the returns 
will be taken by the regular corps of 
White House telegraphers under the di¬ 
rection of MaJ. Benjamin- F. Montgom¬ 
ery. chief of the Telegraph and Cipher 
Bureau. The White House telegraph 
room will lx* In Instant communication 
with every city of the country, and of¬ 
ficials of State committees will be en¬ 
abled to supply the President with the 
latest available Information by a di¬ 
rect-wire service. President Roosevelt 
will receive the returns In his private 
office, w-here he will have a small com¬ 
pany of Intimate personal friends. 

In previous campaigns both the Re¬ 
publican and Democratic committees 
maintained headquarters for their con¬ 
gressional committees In Washington 
because of the accessibility to political 
data and campaign documents which 
they desired to distribute to the coun¬ 
try. This year, however, only the head¬ 
quarters of the Democratic congression¬ 
al committee were located here. They 
have been directed by Representative 
Cow herd, of Missouri, as chairman and 
Charles A. Edwards as secretary.

Democratic Success Predicted. 


To-night, vi hen the last word had 
been paid and all the w’ork done, both 
sides claimed the State for both the na 
tional and State tickets. The Repub¬ 
lic ana, while admitting that Higgins’ 
vote might be lower than Roosevelt's, 
declared that their gubernatorial can¬ 
didate surely would be elected, in re¬ 
ply. the Democrats said that they not 
only would elect Herrick, but would 
carry the State for Parker. 

The campaign for the State ticket 
was the most strenuously contested 
and the bitterest In a personal sense In 
many years, surpassing in these re¬ 
spects even the historic campaign of 
1894. which resulted in the loss of the 
State to the Democratic party.

Benjamin B. Odell was 
In control of the party machinery the 
efforts of the Democratic managers 
have been directed against Odell with 
a view* to showing that he had been 
guilty of Improper official acts and 
that his acceptance of the State chair¬ 
manship while Governor was In viola¬ 
tion of all political ethics.

Fight On Odell. 


A statement made in the guberna¬ 
torial contest of two years ago that 
Mr. Odell had been interested finan¬ 
cially hi sales of groceries to State In¬ 
stitutions made by a grocery firm of 
Newburg, the Governor’s home town, 
was revived, and to this was added u 
charge by Attorney General Cunneen, 
the only Democratic member of the 
State Administration, that Mr. Odell 
had caused to be paid an Illegal claim 
of more than $17,000 for removal of 
rock under a Stafc* contract presented 
by the Furnaceville Iron Company 
Frank W. Higgins. Republican nominee 
for Governor, who as Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor voted for the claim, was also 
criticised. It was charged that the 
company removed no rock and should 
not have been paid. 

All nf these allegations were made 
use of In (Apposition to Mr. Higgins on 
the ground that his nomination hud 
been brought about by Mr. Odell, and 
that If elected he W’ould be “Odell’s 
man.” 

Both D. Cady Herrick, the Demo 
cratlc nominee, and Mr. Higgins made 
vigorous campaigns, speaking In most 
of the cities and in some of the smaller 
towns. 

The Republicans In their speech-mak¬ 
ing declared that Mr. Herricks nom¬ 
ination was dictated by D. B. Hill; 
that Mr. Hill was In complete control 
of the convention at which the nomi¬ 
nation was made, and that he sought 
to secure the election of a Democratic 
Legislature so that he might be re¬ 
turned to the Senate. Mr. Hill In re- 
puly announced that it was his Inten¬ 
tion to retire entirely from public life 
on January 1 next. 


CAMPAIGN ENDS IN INDIANA. 


Monster Meetings At Indianapolis 
Addressed By Fairbanks and Mile*. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 5.—The Indiana 
speaking campaign dosed to-night with 
from five to ten speakers in every coun¬ 
ty addressing large crowds, It being 
estimated that 1,500 speeches were made 
in the State to-night. In Indianapolis 
the campaign closed with two monster 
meetings. One held by Senator Charles 
W. Fairbanks. Republican candidate 
for Vice President, was In the Circle 
opposite the Columbia Club, from the 
veranda of which Senator Fairbanks 
spoke to a £reat crowd that exhausted 
the capacity of the ampitheater. The 
address was preceded by a parade miles 
In length featured with bands, flags, 
banners, rockets and many visiting del¬ 
egation? The Democratic campaign 
closed with another great parade, the

A. Miles. So great were the crow'ds 
that the streets were divided between 
the two demonstrations to avoid con¬ 
fusion.

Each committee has 
completed the work It had laid out for 
the campaign and each expresses confi¬ 
dence In the outcome. 


SITUATION IN WISCONSIN. 

State Likely To Go For Roosevelt, 
But Governor's Race In Doubt. 

Milwaukee. Nov. 5.—That the Roose¬ 
velt and Fairbanks electors will carry 
Wisconsin on Tuesday next there seem* 
to be no question. The main struggle 
for supremacy l? over the gubernato¬ 
rial and congressional ticket?. While 
there are six State tickets in the field, 
only two, the Republican ticket, head- 
. d by Gov. Robert M. La Follette, and 
the Democratic, headed by George W. 
Peck, expect tq carry the day. 

Gov. La FVdlette ha® made the most 
extensive canvass In his career, cover¬ 
ing almost every part of the State, and 
reports received at the Republican 
State Centrul Committee’s headquarters 
give the La Follette officials every rea 
son to believe that the Governor will be 
re-elected by a plurality ranging be¬ 
tween 50,100 and 75,000. On The other 
hand, the Democrats figure from their 
reports that Peck will carry the State 
by from 26,000 to 40,000. They flmire 
that the dissension In Republican rank® 
will cost La FVdlette 50,000 votes, and 
they odd to this about 15,000 votes 
which, they claim, were formerly for La 
Follette. but will now be cast for the 
Social Democratic ticket. The Demo¬ 
crats will also lose heavily by the So¬ 
cial Democratic vote. 

The national Republican State Cojn- 
tral Committee has had speakers In 
every portion of the Slate for the past 
two months working for the defeat of 
Im Follette and In the Interest of Ed¬ 
ward Scofield for Governor, but ft i? 
generally conceded that a majority of 
the Scofield faction will cast their bal¬ 
lots for Peck. 

In -the congressional fight, the Re¬ 
publicans are practically sure of carry¬ 
ing six of the eleven districts, and the 
Democrats one. In the Third, a hot 
fight has been waged by the La Follette 
following against Joseph W. Babcock, 
but he is expected to pull through. 

While Congressman Minor has carried 
the Ninth district several times, he will 
lack the full support of the La Follette 
Republicans, and the contest Is expect¬ 
ed to he close. 

The Legislature, which is to elect a 
United States Senator to succeed Sen¬ 
ator J. V. Quarles, will probably result 
In a deadlock. 

LIVELY IN COLORADO. 

Interest In* Election of Governor 
Overshadows Presidential Race. 

Denver, Nov. 6 .—The political cam¬ 
paign In Colorado has been unusually 
animated, and the contest will be con¬ 
tinued in public meetings right up to 
the eve of the election, many rallies 
being announced for Monday. Interest 
In the election of Governor Is more 
Intense than In the presidential election. 
Except by speakers from abroad, na¬ 
tional issues have been subordinated 
to those arising from military rule in 
mining districts. 

Gov. Peabody, Republican candidate 
for re-election, will close u “whirlwind 
tour” by special train with a meeting in 
this city Monday evening, and former 
Senator Edward O. Wolcott is announc¬ 
ed to make his first address In this 
campaign on that occasion. The Dem¬ 
ocrats held their last big rally in Den¬ 
ver to-night, United States Senator 
Thomas M. Patterson making the prin¬ 
cipal address. 

The Issue to be decided at the polls 
next Tuesday Is clearly defined. Gov. 
PeaJbody. In his speeches, has **xplained 
and defended his course in expelling 
the members of the Western Federation 
of Miners from Cripple Creek and Tel- 
lurlde by military force, and has pledg¬ 
ed hlrnselA to the same line of action 
In the future if re-elected. Alva Ad¬ 
ams. Democratic candidate for Govern¬ 
or. has promised not to take sides in 
labor disputes and to hold th- k troops 
subordinate to the cJvil authorities 
should their services be required. 

Both the Republican and Democratic 
managers profess to expect large plural¬ 
ities for all their candidates, but Im¬ 
partial observers consider the result Iff 
doubt a* to State officers end Uongres- 
men, with a possibility that Roosevelt 
will carry the State. 

On application of Gov. Peabody and 
Attorney General Miller, the Supreme 
Court to-day appointed two watchers 
each for ninety-nine precincts In Den¬ 
ver at which it Is alleged gross frauds 
have been committed in previous elec¬ 
tions.

If he has any 
fluch knowledge he owe.* it to himself, to 
his party, to his country, to produce hi* 
prxjf*. Jf he can establish to the satis¬ 
faction of the American people thnt Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt tuts conspired with the 
trusts to secure h a election, or that by 
any aperies of duress he ha? exacted cam¬ 
paign funds, or that he has sold Indulg¬ 
ences to vliilatM the law In the future, or 
compounded offenses committed in the 
past, he will without doubt make cure 
his election and have defeated a candidate 
wholly unworthy of the votes of honest 
freemen, But, there is no such evidence. 
There can l>e none. 

The President has met those monstrous 
accusation? with the dignified scorn be¬ 
coming a mat) respected ami honored 
enough to receive a unanimous nomina¬ 
tion for hi? exalted office. It I? a matter 
nf common notoriety that the chairmftn 
of the Democratic National Committee 
was chosen because It wa? hoped to carry 
Indiana for Judge Parker by the very 
rnethmj* he now affects to d* pfoiv.

The methods of analyzing and of 
computing results from the facts thus 
gathered are identical with thoe# used 
In the canvass of 1901. 1902 and 1903. 
which came within a few hundreds of 
the actual vote.

Washington. Nov. 5.—[Special.]— 
•’Judge Parker charges the trusts with 
fnormoup contributions to the Repub¬ 
lican campaign fund for favors re¬ 
ceived and favors yet to come, from the 
Republican party.

L. Stone, general passenger ngcivt of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
Mr. Stone left the locket and chain In 
an article of clothing which he sent to, 
Mr. Puls’ establishment. The jewelry • 
was recovered, and, as Mr. Puls de-j 
fended the young man against the 
charge, he was dismissed. ; 

A week ago Craig was discharged. 
Last Wednesday night a thief entered 
Mr. Puls' office, at 526 Fifth street, 
w'orked the combination of the safe, I 
and took $350.

'they also learned that young Craig 
knew' the combination of the safe, and ;

Music of Mountaineers. 

Much Interest Is being excited In 
musical circles by the coming of Mls^ 
Alice Smith, of Hindman, and of Mr. 
Bristol Taylor, of Bprca College, pre¬ 
senting the songs and ballade of the 
mouiitaineeis of Eastern Kentucky. It 
is only a question of a short time when 
this music, now so RfetP known, will be 
of International interest as representa¬ 
tive American music. 


Vhe Republicans have made an effort 
to carry th^ Third. Fifth and Ninth con¬ 
gressional districts, but the attempt has 
been futile, as will be shown by the re¬ 
sult next Tuesday.

A NEW AGREEMENT 

FOR HANDLING GRAB 


Adopted By the Bosrd of Managers 
of the New York Pro¬ 
duce Exchange. 


New York. Nov. 5.—The Board of 
Managers of the New York Produce 
Exchange has adopted the agreement 
recently proposed regarding the hand¬ 
ling of grain by the trunk l‘ne railroads. 
The previous agreement has been In 
force twenty years and was entirely out 
of date. The new one now goes to the 
trunk line committee for adoption and 
probably will be put into effect Novem¬ 
ber 24. 

It provides in effect that the railroad 
companies may put together In eleva¬ 
tors. warehouses, boats or barge*; pro¬ 
vided by themselves for the purpose, 
grain of the same kind and grad ?. with¬ 
out regard to Us ownership, after th* 
same hus been Inspected and weighed 
In accordance with the agreement. 
Either receivers of grain or the ra'Poad 
companies may preserve the identity 
of the shipments if they so choose. 

It Is abo provided that all questions 
of difference between the New York 
Proiut•? Exchange, or any member 
ther of. and the railroad companies, or 
either of th?m. parties to this agree¬ 
ment. growl g out of the Inspection and 
delivery rf all grain arriving by rail at 
the port of New York shall 'be settled 
by a private arbitration committee con¬ 
sisting of three person*. 

DEATH PENALTY ADVISED 

FOR HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


The Democrat* of Jeffersonville 
wound up their campaign last night 
with the largest rally of the season, 
which wan held at Spletb’a Theater and 
was addressed by Senator Ben Tillman, 
of South Carolina. He made a speech 
that pleased the Indiana Democrats 
and arraigned the Administration In a 
manner that was scathing. The theater 
was packed with people and the ap¬ 
plause was almost continuous.

From the 
depot Senator Tillman was driven to 
the home of George H Voigt, at whose 
home a number of well-known Demo- 
crate met the Senator. Senator Till¬ 
man. at the speaking wa« introduced 
by Mr. Voigt and S. L. Scott, county 
chairman, presided. 

The meeting was enthusiastic from 
beginning to end, and the etag* wa< 
crowded with gray-headed veteran 
Democrats who acted as vice presi¬ 
dents of the meeting. Senator Tlliman. 
in his speech, predicted the auccesa of 
Parker and Davis at the election on 
Tuesday, which would be a fitting re¬ 
buke for tneth'd® used by the present 
Republican Administration. 

THREE TIMES CHANGED. 

The Arrangements For Fairbanks’ 
Speech Interfered With. 

The wind-up of Senator Charles \V. 
Fairbanks’ speaking tour yesterday 
was not as thlurnphal as Intended, on 
account of a wreck at Brandenburg. 
Ky.. which laid the Senators special 
out nearly four hours, amt when the 
train should have been In the vicinity 
of Shelbyvllle, Ind., It was Just start¬ 
ing on the trip from Jeffersonville. Sen¬ 
ator Fairbanks was to have spoken 
twenty minutes at Jeffersonville, but 
he cut It down to five. 

The speaking was to have been at 
Warder Park at 7:45 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and at that hour probably 
1.000 persons, men, women and chil¬ 
dren, had assembled, some getting 
there at daybreak. The air was chilly 
and the fog that enveloped the park 
made standing out of doors anything 
but pleasant. When the speaker did 
not arrive on time it woe announced 
that his train was thirty minutes late, 
but this foiled up int<» an hour, wbep 
the Information was given out that it 
would be after 10 o'clock when the 
Senator arrived. 

The place of speaking was then 
changed to the Republican headquart¬ 
ers. and the room wa« soon filled, the 
crowd being largely composed of negro 
men. Shortly before 11 o’clock It was 
announced that the Senator would not 
leave his train, but would speak from 
ti c* rear platform as the train stood at 
tie Ninth-street Station, and there the 
dv* minutes’ talk w;i® given. He was 
Introduced by District Chairman John 
C. Zulauf, and the speech was largely 
In the form of nn apology for being 
late. 

Four hour*; late the train pulled out 
for Stiottstv rg. and was to stop at Aus¬ 
tin for a t( w minutes, then proceed to 
Seymour. from which city there 
was a committee wearing yellow 
badges to meet Senator Fairbanks at 
JefTersonv.il*. The tour w’as to have 
ended at Mancie, and senator Fair¬ 
banks was to have spoken at Indianap¬ 
olis lust night, but every talk mad* 
through the day was shortened on ac¬ 
count of the wreck at Brandenburg.

Probably Will Be Fought In the Vi¬ 
cinity of Hungpao. 

Mukden, Nov. 5. via Pekin.—The un¬ 
interrupted activity conspicuous be¬ 
tween the opposition positions, that on 
the plain and on Hungpao Hill, occu¬ 
pied by the Japanese, and on Manalon 
Hill, named after a Russian General, 
daily threatens a formidable outbreak. 
From Hungpao, the capture of which 
by the Japanese was reported on Oc¬ 
tober 12 by the correspondent of tho 
Associated Press, the Japanese are 
now shelling the Russians with cap¬ 
tured Russian guns, and the resulting 
feeling among 1 the Russians indicates 
that this spot, which is the most prom¬ 
inent along the entire line, will doubt¬ 
less Initiate the coming battle. Occa¬ 
sional casualties are reported at 
Plenehlapu, on account of Its exposed 
position, ns the apex of an aggregating 
wedge used against the Japanese right. 
At the Shahopu station Is a water tank, 
which the Japanese are using as a 
watch tower, from which the Russian 
artillery has failed, after an attempt 
lasting more tl/an a fortnight, to dis¬ 
lodge the enefny on account of It being 
such a small target. The Japanese still 
possess an elevated temple in the quad¬ 
rangle west of Llnshenpu, while the 
combatants occupy separate parts of 
the same village. The advantage of po¬ 
sition appears slightly in favor of the 
Japanese along the entire line. 

The women and children of Fenchia- 
pu. near Ta Mountain, arrived at Muk¬ 
den on November 2. after a twenty- 
mile tramp. The Russian authorities 
facilitate tho movements of refugees 
by allowing them the use of numerous 
bridges of the Hun river. 

The soldiers are now mostly in dug- 
out cantonments along the siege line, 
giving the war an appearance of se¬ 
riousness hitherto unobserved. The sol¬ 
diers are bearing their unusual hard¬ 
ships. sometimes only one meal daily, 
Insufficient clothing, and also exposure, 
with great hardiness. The Commander- 
in-Chlef’s orders are now dated at 
headquarters for land and naval forces, 
in conformity with his new appolnt- 


surrendcred to the Japanese at a place 
south of Shulshlying. 

Two great explosions, apparently of 
magazines, were heard Noverrrber 2 near 
Yuahpaofang. 

On the night of November 3 the Jap¬ 
anese occupied a fort since called Yech- 
inobe, owing to the fact that It had 
been bravely captured by that General.

Heavy damage was caused by the bom¬ 
bardment on the fort and tower. A

by a Japanese shell and destroy d. 

CHARGES OF CRUELTY 

Against Russians At Port Arthur Are 
Made By the Jap3. 

Tokio, Nov. 5, 8 p. m.—A statement Is¬ 
sued from imperial headquarters to¬ 
night charges the Russians defending 
Port Arthur with the misuse of R d 
Cross badges and with thf- maltreat¬ 
ment or killing of Japanese wound'd. 
It is charged that the Russians s-nt 
armed men wearing Red Dross badges 
Into the Japanese lines, ostensibly for 
the purpose of seeking their wound* d, 
but really with the object of reeonnoU- 
ering the Japanese positions and that 
for this reason the Japanese derided to 
consent to short armistices in order that 
the wounded might be succored and 
the dead burled. 

The statement instances the case of 
a Japanese hospital orderly who was 
wounded and left on the field, where 
the Russians stripped him of his badge 
and killed him. 

A wounded Japanese prelate who was 
left on the field during the earlier 
charge on the eastern group of forts on 
Keekwan mountain and who lay there 
for six days, simulating d^ath when the 
Russians were near, reports that the 
Russians bayoneted and shot the 
wounded comrades near him and that 
they struck and robbed him.

Watts Murder Case.

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Self-Propelled Sled. 

Recently we gave descriptions of sev¬ 
eral Inventions applicable to the win- 
f ter months, when the snow reaches us. 
Another device suitable only for cold 
weather is shown in the illustration, 
being the Invention of two New York¬ 
ers, which they term a self-propelled 
sled. Anybody could build one, or for 
that matter, construct one out of an 
ordinary sled, using the top and run¬ 
ners, with a cross-bar or footrest con¬ 
necting the runners at the front, the 
latter being on a plane slightly below 
the seat. Two actuating levers are 
pivoted upon a bracket or support upon 
, ;he front posts. Propelling rods are 
- connected to the levers and the rear 
posts, the extreme forward end being 
threaded and bent Inwardly at right 
angles, so as to provide a pivot pin 
which enters one of a series of open¬ 
ings In the lever and retained in posi- 
* tion by a nut. A bracket, provided 
with a vertical slot, is attached to the 
rear post, in which loosely slides a 
stud through which the propelling rod 
passes and is guided in Its actuating 
movements. Wound around the pro- 
‘ pelling rods is a spiral coiled spring, 
which rests against a lug secured to 
the rod. To prevent undue Jarring or 
bouncing of the sled caused by the 
rapid striking of the end of the pro¬ 
pelling rod against the ground, a cush- 
i lonlng device is provided, which is 
formed of a vertical spring secured to 
the bracket. The rear end of the pro** 
pelling rod is shaped into a slight point 
to readily penetrate the Ice or snow. 
In operation the person #eated upon the 
sled places his feet against the front 


perquisites and is so constructed and 
combined that any or all may be ob¬ 
tained in the usual way, the whole be¬ 
ing formed into a compact structure 
that will occupy very little space. This 
toilet kit Is made in the form of a 
hair brush, from one side of which pro- 
Jects the usual bristles, the handle be¬ 
ing connected to the head in a socket. 
A pocket, in which a comb can be 
placed, extends the whole length of the 
brush. Detachably mounted upon the 
back of the brush Is a receptacle that 
conforms to the shape of the head, and 
closed by means of a hinged cover. On 
the Inner surface of the cover is a pin 
cushion and a pocket in which scissors

opened in this way. The chamber has 
a remarkable hood, with an air Intake, 
to which a tube Is connected, provided 
with a mouthpiece to supply respirable 
air to the patient. This apparatus 
could also he made In sizes to treat any 
particular part of the body, such as a 
leg or an arm. etc.

Traveling Toilet Kit. 

Any device that will help to do away 
with the many discomforts and Incon¬ 
veniences of traveling is always wel¬ 
come—for traveling for any extended 
length of time Is not a pleasure, es¬ 
pecially to those who are compelled to 
be on the road all the time. Traveling 
salesmen, from experience, knotv what 
It Is to be ^without the comforts of 
home, and accordingly they provide 
themselves with as many necessary ar¬ 
ticles as they can possibly pack in a 
small space, j^s it Is a nuisance to be 
bothered with a number of trunks. A 
California woman has patented a very 
useful toilet kit that would prove of 
service to traveling salesmen And others 
who take long Journeys, as It will hold 
the various necessary toilet articles and

The interior of the receptacle ts 
divided by partitions Into a number of 
compartments, with a mirror attached 
to the Inner face. In using this device, 
if it Is desired to arrange the hair, the 
receptacle is removed from the'brush, 
thus giving access to the comb, which 
can also be removed, and the mirror 
held In the hand. The other toilet ar¬ 
ticles are contained within the recep¬ 
tacle so that they may be readily ob¬ 
tained when needed.

Apparatus For Medicinal Purpose. 

It Is assumed In modem science that 
medicaments dissolved In bath liquids 
do not penetrate into the blood through 
the skin when used in hatha of the or¬ 
dinary kind—such as full baths, hip 
baths, shower hatha and the like. In 
the Illustration is ehown a picture of 
an apparatus for Impregnating the 
body with medicaments, the Invention 
of a resident of Germany. The object 
of the apparatus Is to render possible 
the penetration of medicaments dis¬ 
solved in bath liquids by inclosing the 
body In an air-tight chamber and then 
producing high pressure into the cham¬ 
ber. the pressure being regulated by a 
pressure gauge. This causes the med¬ 
icaments contained In the liquid to pen¬ 
etrate the skin. The absorbing or re¬ 
ceiving capacity of the skin can at the 


Contrivance For Lifting Cuspidors. 

The habit of spitting on the floors 
of public places or conveyances and 
In fact everywhere, has be-m denounced 
as a menace to public health, as It 
surely Is. Of course, the majority of 
these places are provirid with requis¬ 
ite cuspidors in out of the way corners, 
and those whose duty it Is to clean 
out these cuspidors declare It a very 
distasteful Job. A contrivance for lift¬ 
ing and carrying spittoons when they 
are to be cleaned, which would do 
away with the necessity of touching 
them with the hands, has been invented 
by a California man. an illustration 
of which is shown here. It is so con¬ 
structed that it can be Inserted in the 
top of the cuspidor, which can then 
be readily lifted and carried until it 
Is desired to release It. The center 
portion consists of a hollow shank, to 
the upper end of which is attached 
a stirrup-shaped handle, there being 
J room inside the handle for the looped 
end of a rod. This rod paFses through 
the hollow shank, its lower end being 
connected with a series of links. Slida¬ 
bly mounted upon the lower portion 
of the shank Is a plate, which forms 
a cover for the cuspidor when the de¬ 
vice is applied. A coil spring sur¬ 
rounds the lower part of the shank, 
the tension being so regulated os to 
hold the cover tightly irpon the top of 
the cuspidor. The cover can be made 
of such diameter that it will fit any

When fastened to the 
wall or against the vertical face of any 
appropriate support the pawl will be In 
a horizontal tpsltion. The end of the 
handle of the broom is inserted in the 
curved recess as far as Is desired and 
then allowed to gravitate, whereupon 
the downward swinging movement of 
the prawl flrmly binds the broom han¬ 
dle.

SCIENCE NOTES. 

American Turpentine. 

There seems to be no sign of Ameri¬ 
can turpentine becoming more abund¬ 
ant. Old forest lands should be re¬ 
planted and every tree that is killed by 
getting the turpentine should be re¬ 
placed by a new one. Attention is 
being directed to rosin spirit. This has 
been used as a thinner for paints and 
varnishes, and the grndes that were 
made proved themselves to be fairly 
good for this purpose, but generally 
they suffered from the defect of con¬ 
taining too much rosin oil which pre¬ 
vented them ffom drying properly. 
When rosin spirit is refined. It drys 
properly, though perhaps somewhat 
slower than turpentine. 

Facts About Liberia. 

The ivory trade of Liberia shows 
prospects of future development. The 
tusks, though short, are of excellent 
quality. The land Is rich In rubber 
trees, but these are not properly looked 
after. Cotton is not Indigenous. Cof¬ 
fee is abundant, and also Is ginger.

REPUDIATED BONDS. 


Judge Evans Decides Green County 
Case In Line With Kentucky 
Court of Appeals. 


A suit which had been pending fiv* 
years in the Federal Court In which L. 
G. Quinlan, a New York broker, sought 
to recover $20,000 on repudiated Green 
county bonds, was dismissed by Judge 
Walter Evans yesterday, following a 
decision of the Kentucky Court of Ap¬ 
peals in a similar action, known as the 
Shorten case. In summing up his con¬ 
clusions on w r hlch the case was dis¬ 
missed Judge Evans holds that the 
plaintiff is not entitled to recover be¬ 
cause the conditions upon which the 
subscription for the capital stock of 
the Cumberland and Ohio Railroad. 
Company was made, and upon which 
the bonds sued on were issued, have 
not been performed or complied with, 
and that the failure to recite In the 
bonds any of the facts on w'hJdh the 
bonds w’ere Issued is material as against 
the defense that there was a failure 
to perform the conditions. 

Judge Evans’ decision In this case is 
of Interest to what is known as the 
Lindle and Caseyvllle precincts In 
Union county, as a like suit is pend¬ 
ing. a plaintiff suing to recover on 
bonds Issued to aid in the building of a 
railroad through that section, which 
was never completed.

“Registration Is no new thing, and It 
Is absolutely necessary. The library 
must have some means of knowing who 
Its borrowers are Just as a business 
house must have some means of know¬ 
ing who its debtors are. In order that 
it may know how to call to account 
those who have failed In their obliga¬ 
tions. It is not possibly to operate a 
free library on any other bapls any 
more than H is possible to operate any 
other business without a reasonable 
meins of keeping accounts correctly. 
Any respectable person can easily ful¬ 
fill the requirements of the registration 
with but little trouble to himself and 
no cost, but It is imperative that the 
registration be made complete and eat- 
i factory before books can be drawn. 
The plan does not differ In any essen¬ 
tial detail from that which Is followed 
hy the best large free public libraries 
In this country. 

“Many have Inquired If they might 
not take cards fur their friends. 1 h.s 
Is rot a good plan. It Is much to be 
desired that the registration be made 
In person It would be convenient of 
course for some Individuals to send 
their requests through friends, but 
there nre so many chances of tnaceu- 
I racles and dissatisfaction arising 
through this method that It Is thought 
| best not to accept any such applica¬ 
tions. Plenty or time is given to all 
whu may choo*e to make applications, 
and It Is greatly desired that every In¬ 
dividual expecting to make use of the 
library in the near future would pre¬ 
sent himself In person at the library 
and see that his entry is properly made, 
receiving at the sam* time the card 
which Is handed to all for the comple¬ 
tion of the necessary entry.

Use cf the Card. 

“The eard which is handed to the 
applicant at the time the preliminary 
entry is made Is not a borrower’s card 
and books cannot be drawn on K, but 
it is a necessary element in completing 
the record and the applicant is asked 
to take the card away, fill it out prop¬ 
erly himself and have it signed by the 
person recommending him for the privi¬ 
leges of the library The card may 
then be handed in or sent by mall at 
11 any time In the near future, a-nd this 
will complete the first necessary record. 
Th° actual borrower’s card will be fur¬ 
nished some time later. It Is not pos¬ 
sible at present to say positively when 
this will be done, but the library will 
do all it can to make the remaining 
period of waiting ns snort as may be. 
and notice will be given to all when 
books may he obtained on thie card. 
The precise manner In which this notice 
is to be given has not yet been deter¬ 
mined. 

“Up to this point in the registration 
iv*3 all parts of the erty have been 
equally well covered. The record Is 
very satisfactory so far as it goes, but 
It is still very Incomplete, and it Is 
much to be desired that residents from 
nil parts of the city would enter ap¬ 
plications at on early day. It Js pos¬ 
sible that these living in distant parts 
of the city are delaying the registration 
In the hope that branches will b« start¬ 
ed near them, and overlook the fact 
that the presence of their names on 
this list of intending borrowers is in 
Itself a strong argument In favor of 
th* placing of a branch In the vicinity 
of their residences No branches are 
yet formally established and necessari¬ 
ly some time must elapse before anv 
con he In operation, but It is proper 
that the registration In any case should 
be made at the •entrAl library It Is 
therefore hoped that those intending to 
nmke use either of the central library 
or the branches. fyr of both, will enter 
their mimes at an early day.

No Limit On Family. 

“Many have ask**d If any restriction 
Is made In the number of cards to be 
Issued to a single family. No such re¬ 
striction is made except that not more 
than one card can be Issued to one 
person The individual Is the unit; 
each and every one should register for 
himself In person and attend to the 
filling out of the card which is present¬ 
ed him and having it properly signed 
by a suitable person making the recom. 
mendutlon. then hrfng or send It to the 
Library. As a matter of course, no 
employes of the Library can recom¬ 
mend any one for Its privileges, and 
such requests should not be made. Em¬ 
barrassment will be saved both to the 
applicant and to the employes If this 
precaution is observed. 

"Naturally there are many questions 
that cannot be satisfactorily answered 
at present because the work is so new 
thet rulings upon many subjects have 
not yet been made, and the persons re¬ 
ceiving applications have been cau¬ 
tioned not to give false Impressions 
Upon Blotters <»n which they me not 
Instructed. The management, as a mat¬ 
ter of course, wishes it were possible to 
answer more questions satisfactorily, 
and hopes that in the near future it 
will be possible to give fuller satisfac¬ 
tion to all Inquirers. 

“The hours for registration regularly 
are from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. It has not 
seemed that there has been much de¬ 
mand for registration except within 
those hours. As. however, there may 
he soiip persons who cannot present 
themselves at the Library within the 
hours named for registration, but could 
coine at other times all such persons 
are invited to present themselves at the 
desk for registration and inay be sure 
that their inquirtes will bt welcomed

Reasons why Louisville must have 
new sewers and why the Issue of bonds 
for their construction is the only way 
these sewers can be secured, were giv¬ 
en yesterday by W. C. Nones In an ad- 
rKeus he delivered to the men In the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad shop*, 
in South Louisville. Mr. Nones spoke 
during the noon hour and was heard 
by about 1,500 men who gave him care¬ 
ful attention and seemed to feel the 
force of his arguments. Mayor Char.es 
F. Grainger also spoke, in a plain, 
straightforward talk, telling how the 
money will be raised, how it will be 
spent and where it will be used. 

The following is the speech w hich was 
delivered by Mr. Nones:

Mr. Nones' Argument 


I am here to talk to you a few minute* 
upon a subject that concern* your wel¬ 
fare more than anything else on oarth. 
It l* the health of yourae-ves. your wive* 
and children. Health to a mechanic or 
workingman in any employment, from a 
monetary point of view, is all to him 
that a stock of good* i* to * merchant- 
more than a factory to the manufacturer 
w'ho own* it. The owner of the factory 
may be sick and unable to work, but th* 
plant run* «l! the same and continues to 
yield it* owner hi* usual Income, but 
when the mechanic or workingman i* 
stricken with *jckne»a, so that he cannot 
work, hi* income is shut off at the same 
time that hie expenses Increase for doc¬ 
tor's bills and medicines. 

At auch a time mutual aid societies, 
paying sick benefits to their member*, 
come in and help out a good deal, but 
they do not fully restore: the ion* of 
wage* resulting from sickness. These mu¬ 
tual aid societies are good as far a* they 
go. and I take great satisfaction in the 
work and good accomplished by the 
Wagon Works Mutual Aid Society, which 
I was instrumental In organ.zing and 
served as it* first pre*.dent. 

The greatest foe to health Is malaria. 
Malaria is the mother of most diseases 
wrhich rob the workingman of hi* health, 
paralyze* his strong arm and deprives 
him of his wages. Malaria is bred by 
stagnant water. 

I am not here to recommend to you any 
medicine for the cure of chills and fever 
or any other malarial discus**, but for 
a better purpose. An ounce of prevention 
is worth more than a pound of cure. If 
we are to get rid of malaria, we must 
have sewer* in which to drain off water 
that fall# in our city before it become* 
stagnant.

A Confederate flag which wa* taken 
fr«*m Laurel. Md., during the civil war 
by Nathaniel F. Story and a companion, 
of the Sixth Massachusetts regiment, la 
to b« returned to the place In which It 
was captured. 

It was soon after April 19. 1861, w*hen 
the Sixth Massachusetts had been mobbed 
In Baltimore. Gen. Butler wo* at Annap¬ 
olis and a battalion of troops was sent 
to Laurel, half way between Baltimore 
and Washington, to protect hta commu¬ 
nications. Story and Charles W. Ricker 
were private* In this battalion. Just west 
of laurel the two saw a Confederate flag 
floating from a dwelling. They seised the 
flag and started for camp, pursued by the 
occupant* of the house, who were armed 
with guns. A bullet fired by one of the 
Marylanders wounded Story In the arm 
and hie blood stained the flag. 

Reaching camp, the captor* gave the 
flag Into the custody of Col. Edward 
Jones, afterward Lieutenant Governor of 
Now York, who after the war returned 
it to Story. Ricker visited Boston this 
summer, and it was agreed that he should 
have the captured banner. After consid¬ 
ering various ways of disposing- of It he 
determined to present It to the Confeder¬ 
ate Veterans' camp In Laurel, Md.. where 
It will be treasured. 

The flag is eight hy twelve feet and In a 
good state of preservation. 


PASSING OF OREGON SHEEP. 


(Portland Oregonian 1 
Friora nearly all sections of Eastern Or¬ 
egon come reports of the reduction In the 
size of the flocks of the shee-p kings, whose 
extensive operations In the past have 
made Oregon famous as a wool and sheep 
country. A few of the largest operatora 
who took time by the forelock and secured 
title to vast areas of Government land 
while It was still cheap will continue In 
the business on a large scale for a few 
more years Jonger. The greater number 
of moderately large sheepmen, however, 

will reduce the size of their flocks, and 
some of them will abandon the business 
ontiroly. This change has been brought 
about by th* steady encroachment of tfie 

farmers on the lands where for many 
years the sheep have had free range with¬ 
out nny cost to their owners. The pol¬

A new attachment, with all sorts of 
little machines In It, catches the biggest 
grains of the wheat, grinds them, hulls 
them, adds the necessary ingredients to 
maJce batter and fries flapjacks over 
the waste heat in the flues as the ma¬ 
chine moves through the fields. The 
cook simply turns the flapjacks aa re¬ 
quired and hands them to the men. who 
get syrup from a little drip cock on the 
side of the harvester, connected with 
a tank. 

The spare hand relieves one man 
after another for dinner, and as the 
knives kill quail squatting in the fields 
he picks them, cleans them and tosses 
them to the cook, who has them In the 
pan w'hlle they are still kicking and 
served out to the men ten minutes after 
they are killed. 

The machine. It rhould be stated, bags 
the wheat and stencils the address of 
the buyer on the bags.

The dairy arrangements of the farm 
especially Interest Mr Ade’s neighbors. 
His herd lives In a stable the like of 
w'hlch has never been seen In this 
country. It looks like a clubhouse In¬ 
side. The cows’ box-stalls have mala¬ 
chite pillars, and nouveau art bronze 
decorations serve for scratching posts. 
The runlets of water through the stalls 
for drinking purposes go through little 
troughs of purest topaz, and the racks 
w'hence the cows twitch hand-weeded 
clover are barred with silver. Over¬ 
head each cow’s name Is set In bril¬ 
liants, with electric lights behind. The 
cows are named for Jewels, and each 
cow's name-stone is used: rubles, dia¬ 
monds. opals, pearls, all shine In order 
there. 

The attention to detail is seen when 
one looks at Mr. Ade's milk palls. Each 
one Is a piece of pure rock crystal. Cel¬ 
luloid was tried, but a pall exploded un¬ 
der a cow' one night, and glass palis 
broke. 

The stable on Mr. Ade’s farm is 
stable, engine house, garage, machine 
shop and carriage house, all In one. 
All his vegetables go to market in au¬ 
tomobiles. There is only one horse on 
the place, which Is kept to ke?p a pet 
coach dog company. The dng was pin¬ 
ing away among the machinery, and 
the coming of the horse saved his life. 
The power from the natural gas well 
which was developed on the farm soon 
after the humorost’s arrival supplies 
the dynamos, engines, etc., and arte¬ 
sian wells give an ample supply of 
w'ater.

All the fences on the farm are made 
of radium. This obviates the necessity 
of any lighting apparatus whatever on 
the roads, for visitors drive between 
lines of light. And all the crops are 
grown by artificial light; electric lights 
dot all the fields, and cm dark, foggy 
nights, the Ade farm throws up a glow 
from Its 8,700 acres like that over a 
great city. Some of the corn grows so 
fast under this light that It has to be 
cut back every morning, and the ears 
on this com have no cob. They are solid 
kernels from one side to the other. 

Nor does this crop fear frost or “cold 
spells” to retard growth; between the 
row’s run electric heaters, and the crops 
grow right along, night and day. 

Mr. Ade has Introduced a seedless 
melon and a ekin+esa cucumber; an 
olive grove, which Is planted with let¬ 
tuce, tomatoes, cucumbers and onions 
between the beds, has also attracted 
considerable attention. Jr Is called a 
“sa’ad garden," and depends for its use¬ 
fulness on the machine which Is used 
to plant It.

Mrs. Lily Langtry has fallen on evil 
days, snya a London cablegram to the j 
Chicago Record^-Herald. Her daughter 
Ignores her, she has lost on the races, 
she may not wear the title of Lady de 
Bathe and old-time friends forget to 
overwhelm her with congratulations on 
a first night. Her beautiful house In 
Chelsea has been given up. all the 
treasures with which It w r as crowded 
have been sold off, and she has taken 
a little flat at the Savoy Hotel, to re¬ 
main yet In the center of things, if no 
longer of them. 

“Here am I." she sold to a friend. 
**yet no one comes to see me; I who had 
ducheere* bowing before me; I who I 
have had all the world at my feet! I 
Here I am left entirely alone without n 
soul to speak to. Discarded by my j 
daughter, I have no wish to stay here I 
any longer. Since the day of her mar- 
rhige I never once have seen her. Once: 
I did go to their house at Hampstead] 
to see the little baby, but the mother’ 
out, and so I did not see either of 


them. It waa no good, though for all 
the acknowiedgnrent I ever received 
from my daughter was a post card say¬ 
ing she wa« sorry she wa s out W'hcn 
I called. Yes—this—*thls Is the greatest 
grief of my life." 

As if to supplement those private 
troubles.

This Is a swift automobile machine, 
which strips the various products from 
tree, stalk, vine and ground.

As each bed reaches 
the bottom of Its revolution It passes 
through nn ever-playing needle bath of 
fine spray, getting a thorough wetting. 
Then It goes on to the pure sunlight of 
the upper air, and the candent heat ob¬ 
tainable only at great heights. 

By this device almost all weeding Is 
obviated and the crops get a fine 
chance to grow. Squashes that weigh 
on the ground perhaps fifteen pounds 
apiece In good seasons on the wheel 
gardens grow' to a weight of fifty nnd 
even one hundred pounds, and the vine? 
run riot so luxuriantly that the great 
golden lumps often hang over the 
edges of the cars, like molten gold fall¬ 
ing through the air.

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A HOTLY disputed point and one 
that makes trouble unless R Is 
happily and sens 1th)y settled Is 
the question whether or not a 
boy shall have a latchkey. Really the 
question concerns his going out or stay¬ 
ing In after supper. The home privileges 
of our sons between sixteen and twen¬ 
ty-one—what shall they be How much 
h/berty shall we give them How tight¬ 
ly shall we draw the reins When shall 
we cease giving orders and content 
ourselves with suggestions When re¬ 
ceive the boy as In some sense an 
equal 

A home, a real home, w'here a boy 
is at ease and to which he turns with 
delight is not a penitentiary, nor a 
place of confinement, it Is a place 
of liberty, such liberty as is safe¬ 
guarded nnd protected by common 
sense and parental love. It la a place 
where there are laws, but they do not 
repress liberty, being accepted and 
obeyed automatically as all good citi¬ 
zens obey the ten commandments. 

When a boy has been reared In an 
atmosphere of harshness, when au¬ 
thority ha® made Itself odious, or when 
his home Ls dull and gloomy, his nat¬ 
ural Impulse will be to escape from It 
as soon as possible. I know houses 
where the boys slip out Into the street 
the moment supper 4s over. The com¬ 
pany of father or mother does not in¬ 
terest them. They regard home as 
only a convenient resort tor eitlng and 
sleeping. Often they give no account 
of their doings once beyond the home 
doors, but there are those outside who 
could, if they chose, furnish full re¬ 
ports of the companions and places 
which allure the lads to their hurt and 
the Injury of their reputation. 

A responsible boy. who has nothing 
to conceal, may safely be trusted with 
a latchkey on the assumption that un¬ 
less there Is special reason to the con¬ 
trary he will be In at 10. The key should 
be ns much his own as his father's key 
ls his. Hut If the mother has retired 
the boy may pause at her bedroom and 
bid her good-night. Mothers like to 
be assured that their sons are safe In¬ 
doors before it Is too late. 

• • • 

Nothing Is worse for a boy’s charac¬ 
ter and temper than incessant nag¬ 
ging. The mother who nags may drive 
her boy far on the road to perdition. 
What Harriet Martlnenu said of serv¬ 
ants may well be applied to the man¬ 
agement of boys. Never nag. but, 
when necessary, come down on them 
like the day of Judgment. A boy un¬ 
derstands and does not resent condem¬ 
nation for a fault If he deserve It, but 
perpetual small criticism, continual 


suspicion and a patter of Inquisitive re¬ 
marks, often before the public, are like 
hailstones on the boy’s confidence and 
crush It hopelessly. Trust your boy; it 
is his privilege. Do not express or in¬ 
sinuate doubt of his word once given 
or his statements once made. 

Another privilege of the boy In tile 
home Is to invite his friends to his 
room, and there should be permission 
within bounds for them to make a 
noise. Youth Is apt to be a trifle bois¬ 
terous. If the boys laugh and shout 
and wrestle and do stunts of one kind 
or another there Is no harm, so long as 
they are not raising the roof or knock¬ 
ing down the celling. A boy's com¬ 
rades should not prowl around at the 
back of the barn, or whistle for him at 
the street corner, or lie In wait to Join 
him in an alley or court. They should 
march boldly to the front door, be ac¬ 
quainted with hla father nnd his peo¬ 
ple and be on good terms with hla 
neighbors. 

• • • 

A privilege prized by most boys Is 
connected with their dresr. Every fel¬ 
low cannot dress well, and no fellow 
should be tricked out like a popinjay. 
But as a rule a boy feels more self-re¬ 
spect If he is well than If he is 111 dress¬ 
ed, and when parents can afford It they 
should provide their aone with the ap¬ 
propriate costume for such functions as 
youths attend. For everyday wear a 
boy’s clothing must be stout and serv¬ 
iceable; a boy "goes through his 
clothes fa«t“ if they are not uf excel¬ 
lent stuff. As to color, the darker the 
better. For church and visiting a best 
cult should be In reserve, and a lad 
from fifteen to twenty cannot begin as 
he ought his Incursions Into society un¬ 
less he have a dinner coat. He requires 
this to make the appropriate toilet 
when he calls on a girl friend, some 
other boy's sister, or when he goes to a 
little dance, where he meets and has 
a pleasant time with gVrla of hie own 
station. It should be his privilege to 
associate with girls without foolish 
comment about sweethearts and the 
premature forcing of sentiment that 
silly mothers foster by indiscreet oppo¬ 
sition to the wholesome Instincts of the 
boy who la socially Inclined. 

• • • 

Yet another home privilege of the 
boy Is to have a little money in his 
pocket. Not to have a cent of one's 
own Is a great trial to a boy. He 
should either have the opportunity to 
earn some money, by odd Jobs, or 
choree, using the lawn mower in sum- 
'mer and the snow shovel In winter, and 
caring for the furnace, his father pay¬ 
ing him something for the work, or he 
should have a regularly paid allowance. 
Sporadic gifts and the unchecked liber¬ 
ty to spend money for fudrt water, thea¬ 
ter tickets and other Indulgences rum 
a boy, and many boys are irretrievably 
harmed, body and soul, by too much 
money, given them heedlessly by un¬ 
thinking parents. A boy. rich man’s 
son or poor man’s, should have the 
I privilege of a little money In hand, but 
he should also be expected to keep a 
strict account of what he spends, and 
should learn that money ls a factor in 
honorable living, and not a thing to be 
either hoarded or wasted. 

Bringing up the boys is not the easiest 
task In the world, but few other tasks 
are so remunerative. The sons c«ry 
Into :h« world the traditions o.f the 
home life: they form their Heals there, 
an I go to 'business, being thrown on his 
mettle, and meeting many temptations. 
It Is a fine thing for hint to have In 
memory's background a home that was 
not wearisome nor monotonous, nor 
incumbered with restraint, a home 
i sweet with love aJid rich In privileges.

A Biography of George Eliot. 

Lovers of George Etiot will welcome 
the new edition revised and enlarged, of 
Mathilda Blind's admirable biography of 
this greatest of woman novelist* which 
was first Issued in 1883. Since then a 
great amount of Information regarding 
George Eliot has accumulated and larg¬ 
er illumination Is thrown on her per¬ 
sonal life as well as on her artistic ex¬ 
periences, and this new edition a criti¬ 
cal estimate of her w'ork by Dr. Frank 
Waldo, and supplementary chapters of 
her method's of literary creations and of 
her friends and home life and experi¬ 
ences written by G. A- Turkington, M. 
D. 

As a producer of fiction George Bitot 
read little of the current novels of her 
day, Mr. Browning was an omnivorous 
novel reader, usually having three or 
four at a time beneath his pillow. 
George Eliot, who was far less spontan¬ 
eous and imaginative, required no such 
entertainment. “For my own spiritual 
good,” Miss Blind quotes her as say¬ 
ing, “I need all other sort of reading 
more than I neod fiction.'* 

Among foreign novelists she was very 
partial to Henry Grevllle, and speaks of 
*Les Koumlassine’ a® a pleasant story. 

“Persona who were privileged enough to 
be admitted to the intimacy of George 
Eliot und Mr Lewes could not fall to t»e> 
impressed by the immense admiration 
which they hod for one another. Lewes 
tenderness, always on the watch lest the 
great writer, with her delicately-poised 
health, should overexert herself, had 
something of doglike fidelity. On the other 
hand, in spite of George Eliot's habitual¬ 
ly retiring manner. If any one ever en¬ 
gaged on the opposite *k»« of an argu¬ 
ment to that maintained by the brillant 
savant. In taking his imrt, she usually 
had the best of It. although In the most 
gentle and feminine way. 

“Although thore was entire oneness of 
feeling between them, there was no unan¬ 
imity of opinion. George Eliot hud the 
highest regard for Lowes' opinions, but 
held to her own. One of the chief sub¬ 
jects of difference consisted in their atti¬ 
tude toward Christianity; whereas he 
w.ts an uncompromising opponent, she 
hud the greatest sympathy with Its va¬ 
rious manifestations, from Roman Cath¬ 
olic ascotk*4 8m to Evangelical austerity 
and Methodist fervor. Her reverence for 
every form of worship in which mankind 
has more or less consciously embodied 
Its sense of the mystery of all 'this un¬ 
intelligible world' Increased with the 
years. She was deeply penetrated by that 
tendency of tho Pi»sftlvl»t spirit which 
recognizes the beneficial element in esery 
form of religion, and sees the trlose. nay 
Indissoluble, connection between, the faith 
of former generation* and the Ideal of 
our own. She found herself ample scope 
for the needs and aspirations of her spirit¬ 
ual nature In the religion of humanity 
As hss already been repeatedly pointed 
out. there runs thrmigh all her works 
the same persistent teaching of ’the In¬ 
finite nature of duty.' And with Oomte 
she refers 'the obligations of duty, as well 
ns all sentiments of devotion, to the con¬ 
crete Object, at once ideal and real; the 
human race, conceived as a continuous 
w hole. Including the past, the present and 
the future. 

Though George Eliot drew many of her 
Idea* of moral cultivation from the doc¬ 
trines of Comte's 'Phllosophle Positive.* 
she wan not a Positivist In the strict 
sense of the word. Her mind was far too 
creative by nature to give an unqualified 
Adhesion to such a system as CVmrte’s. 
Indeed, her devotion to the Idea of man¬ 
kind. conceived «s a collective whole, is 
not so much characteristic of Positivists 
os of the greatest rmwlem minds, minds 
such ns Lessing. Rentham. Shelley. Mill, 
Mazzlnf and Victor Hugo. • • • 

“In conversation with an old and val¬ 
ued friend, she also repeatedly expressed 
her objection to much In Comte * later 
speculations, saying on one occasion: T 
ranot submit my intellect or my soul to 
the gutiiRn-re rtf Comte.* The fact is that, 
although George EUot wus greatly in- 
fiuenc«>d by the leading Positivist ideas, 
her mind was too original not bo work 
out its own Individual conception of life. 

“What this conception Is nas been al¬ 
ready Indicated. far as *t>ace would 
Permit, In the discussion of her successive 
works Perhaps In the course of time 
her moralizing, analytical t endency en- I 
croached too much on the purely artistic 
faculty. Her eminently dramatic genius 1 
—which enabled her to realize characters, 
the most varied and opposite In type, 
somewhat In the manner of Shakespeare , 
—became hampered by theories ana ab¬ 
stract views of life. This was especially 
shown In her latest work, 'The Impres¬ 
sion* of Theophrastus Buoh.' a series of 
essays chiefly satirizing the weaknesses 
and vanities of the literary class. In 
these unattractive ‘Impressions’ the wit Is 
often labored, and does not play ’benefl- ; 
cently round the changing fnreta of ego¬ 
tism, absurdity and vice, as tho sunshine , 
over the rippling sea or -the dewy mead- ' 
ow.« ' ’’ 

Of her last days we find Miss Blind 
saying: • • • “George Eliot was 
beginning to see her friends again, 
when one day she not only took the 
world, but her Intimate circle, by sur- 
prise by her marriage with Mr. John 
Walter Cross on May 6, 1880. 

“George Kliot’s acquaintance with 
Mr Cross, dating from the year 1876. 
had long ago grown Into the warmed 
friendship, and his boundless devotion 
to the great woman whose society was 
to him as his dally bread no doubt In¬ 
duced her to take a step which could 
not fall to startle even these who loved 
her the most. But George Eliot’s was 
a nature that needed some one espe¬ 
cially to love. And though that pre¬ 
cious companionship, at once stimulat¬ 
ing and sympathetic, which she had so 
long enjoyed, wa* taken from her. she 
could still find comfort during the re¬ 
mainder of her life In the love, the ap¬ 
preciation and the tender care whlche 
were proffered to her by Mr. Cross. Un. ( 
fortunately her life was not destined > 
to be prolonged. 

Although seeming fairly well at this 
date. George Eliot's health, always del - ] 
icate, had probably received a shock. ' 
from which Id never recovered. Only j 
six months before her marriage three I 
eminent medical men w»ere attending 
her fora painful disease. Hou'ever.there 
seemed still a prospect of happiness for 
her when sdie and Mr. Cross went for 
a lour In Italy, settling, on their re¬ 
turn, at her favorite country house at 
Wit ley. In the autumn they once more 
made their home In I»ndon, at Mr. 
Cross’s town house at 4 Cheyne Walk. 
Chelsea, and Mrs. Cross, who was 
again beginning to receive her friends, 
seemed, to all appearances, well and 
happy, with a prospect of domestic

HERE to draw the line be¬ 
tween too much attention to 
guests in the house and too 
little is rather puzzling to 
an Inexperienced hostess. There ore 
people who dread having company be¬ 
cause the presenece of even the most 
agreeable outsiders In the home upsets 
ordinary arrangements, disturbs the 
usual order of things, and entails con¬ 
siderable extra expense. In other 
homes the proud boast Is made that 
no fuss or trouble ls caused by the 
coming of guests, and the latter are 
so very much left alone that they have 
some cause to feel neglected. It need* 
only a backward glance and not a very 
long one, to convince an observer that 
hospitality In our country ls under a 
cloud and on the wane, that provisions 
Is not everywhere made for a guest 
and that the guest chamber Itself Is 
becoming a thing of t'he past. In the 
simplest homes, there used to be a 
spare room, beautifully appointed and 
almost as sacred In the eyes of the 
children as the parlor itself, but one 
does not often find tihls now. City 
living In contracted quarters Is ho com¬ 
mon that families have murh ado to ac¬ 
commodate their own members and 
their own belongings, using every 
available Inch of space for the purpose, 
and engaging rooms for Uncle John 
and Aunt Mary from the country In an 
adjacent boardinghouse, or sending 
some of the younger people there if the 
country cousins and the kin to other 
degrees come to terwn. 

Suburban homes and the blessed 
roomy farm houses of the moment still 
afford quartern for guests, but the 
spirit of hospitality Is lacking, has tak¬ 
en wings and flown away* 

Surely there is a golden mean to be 
found. To entertain In a simple w f ay 
Is a fine art. Unless we do open wide 
our doors and our hearts, too. so that 
some one beside the home folk may 
enter, we shall grow cramped and un- 
receptlve and lose much of the grace 
and spontaneity of life. A guest brings 
In a new element and introduces a fla¬ 
vor that adds zest to the commonplaces 
which are growing overfrtmillar. A 
spice of novelty comes with almost any 
guest. It is well for us to have a whiff 
of another atmosphere and well for 
children to see and heAr the manners 
and the talk of people not of the fam¬ 
ily circle. A well-bred or traveled gu st 
elevates the tone of the bome. stimu¬ 
lates home life and sharpens up every 
one by the keen contact of new Ideas. 
• • • 

To entertain with simplicity It ls not 
needful t-o go to great trouble, spend 
very much money, or do anything that 
savors of ostentation and a desire for 
display. The ordinary manners of a 
home should be polite and courteous, 
deferential to the old and kind to the 
young. Such manners would be quite 
good enough for any one of the royal¬ 
ties of Europe, should he happen to 
take refuge under our plain American 
rooftree. For the rest. If the food Is al¬ 
ways well cooked and nourishing. It 
will be good enough to set before who¬ 
ever comes along. More attention per¬ 
haps may be given to the service of & 
meal than Is needful when we are alone. 
The finest napery and the prettiest 
china, the brightest silver and glass 
are easily put on the table In honor 
of a guest, and no one need fear that 
a plain dinner of -three courses, and no 
more, will nbt amply suffice to satisfy 
company If It be beautifully served and 
accompanied by cheerful smiles ami 
pleasant chat. 

A hostess makes a great mistake who 


so devotes her time to the preparation 
of food that she has no vitality left to 
enjoy association with her friends, to 
pick up loose threads and knit friend¬ 
ship anew. 

Before the arrival of guests, especial¬ 
ly if they are expected to remain for 
some days or a week, it Is the part of 
wisdom to get all extra work w'ell out 
of the way. Do not, for Instance, have 
a dressmaker tn the house the same 
week that you entertain an old school 
friend, or your husband’s maiden aunt. 
Let the sewing wait till you have leis¬ 
ure unless It can be finished before 
the guest's advent. Nobody In her 
senses would Invite a house party while 
decorators, paper-hangers and house- 
cleaners were carrying on a campaign* 
One thing at a time. If you please, dear 
lady. A perfectly clean, well-swept and 
well-dusted house certifies in its every 
nook and corner to your gladness that 
friends are coming, unct It is therefore 
worth while to get the week’s sweeping 
done before you have company, and 
omit it while the company remains 
with you. 

As to the guest’s room. Its essentials 
are comparatively few. among them be¬ 
ing a comfortable bed, with a good 
mattress and spring, soft spreads, fine 
sheets, good pillows, warm blankets 
and an extra duvet at the foot of the 
b€*d for greater warmth In the night If 
necessary. Not long ago 1 read an 
amusing story of a good bishop who 
was entertained for tne night at the 
house of an admiring friend, and was\ 
asked In the morning how he had slept. 
His answer was rather vague and hesi¬ 
tating. and the hostess suddenly re¬ 
membered with horror that she had 
some weeks before hidden part of her 
silver In her spare room bed under the 
mattress and had forgotten to remove 
It. No wonder the bishop found the 
bed hard and lumpy. 

• • • 

Bathing facilities should be In a guest 
room, including plenty of towels, deli¬ 
cate toilet eoap arid an abundance of 
winter. Hot water In a jug should be 
taken to a guest’s room In the morn¬ 
ing. and by the bedside there should 
be a cvindle and matches, even though 
there be gas or a lamp In the room. 
The dressing bureau should be supplied 
with a good mirror, pins, needle and 
thread and any other little thing * 
guest may possibly wiant. It ls a good 
plan to have paper, envelopes, pens, ink 
and postage stamps in a guest's room, 
its well as one or two books to cheer a 
sleepless hour, or fill a little space of 
waiting for the announcement of a 
meal. Notice that all this essential part 
of preparation involves no large ex¬ 
pense, and is within the means of most 
people who possess an ordinarily com¬ 
fortable Income. 

• • • 

When one Invites friends for an af¬ 
ternoon or an evening, simplicity agn!n 
strikes the true key to hospitality. If 
one must have an orchestra, flowers, 
a caterer, a footman and all the con¬ 
comitants of extravagance and luxury, 
one may w'ell hesitate before giving in¬ 
vitations. This sort of entertainment 
befits the millionaire, and Is quite right 
in his ci*se, especially as Jt furnishes 
employment to many worthy Individu¬ 
als. A great many little household 
fires are kindled at the hearthstones of 
the rich and liberal. It is no credit to 
be a very wealthy man or woman to 
♦•xerdse a too rigid economy. The num¬ 
ber of people who must count closely 
If they would live honestly Is far In 
excess of the number of those who have 
a practically fathomless purse. 

In the matter of refreshments, a cup 
of good tea or coffee, delicate sand¬ 
wiches and small cakf*s afford as much 
pleasure, and are really as elegant as 
the most sumptou® collation, and the 
most elaborate menu which runs up 
to hundreds of dollars before It Is paid 
for. 

I have seen a truly elegant hospital¬ 
ity shown where there was need for 
the most austere in the studios of ar¬ 
tists nnd in the apartments shared by 
girl students and working Journalists 
In a large city. If we would entertain 
simply, we must be simple-hearted and 
sincere, must extend a cordial hand, 
and give an unaffected welcome to the 
st-nanger within our gates. We must 
be interested In people, glad to see 
them, sorry when they go away, and 
there must be a pulse of Joy In every 
hour they spend beside our hearth. 
People may see pictures and curios in 
museums, they may eat fine dinners 
at hotels, they may look at rugs and 
carpets and curtains and elegant fur¬ 
niture In the shop* where they aro 
sold, but for a true and enthusiastic 
welcome, a real heart to heart meeting 
on the road, they must go to their 
friends. The fine art of simple enter¬ 
tainment is worth cultivating.

There seemed 
no cause for alarm at first, till on Wed¬ 
nesday It was unexepctedly discovered 
that inflammation had arisen in the 
heart, and that no berpe of recovery re¬ 
mained. Before midnight of the 22nd 
of December. 1880, George IOllot, w H ho 
died at precisely the same age aa 
Lenves. had passed quietly and pain¬ 
lessly away; and on Christmas eve the 
announcement of her death was re¬ 
ceived with general grief. She was 
burled by the side of George Henry 
Lewes. In the cemetery' at High gate.

There 
is no little conversation reproduced 
giving the reader a dew' to the thought 
and expression prevalent In the var¬ 
ious localities, and the book ls, indeed, 
almost an equivalent to the reader of 
an actual tour through the region* It 
so admirably describes and Interprets. 

“Women in the Fine Arts" ls a title 
of a work by Ulara EsklnJ Clement 
(Mrs. Waters of Boston), which fill® 
a needed demand of a record of woman 
artists from the Seventh century, B.

That a play 
Is good does not necessarily mean that 
It W’LII fall. Good plays are frequently 
successes. but neither the public nor the 
critics are to be thanked for that.” 

“You place all the responsibility on the 
public and none on the authors.” 

“I do. Indeed. The public Is entirely 
responsible. It can have any kind of a 
dramatic condition it wants, and appar¬ 
ently at the present time It wants a very 
poor kind. Theatrical trash Is popular 
nnd Is lauded to the' skies, while worth 
is apt to be Ignored the moment the 
public realizes it Is worth.*' 

“To what influence do you attribute this 
low taste among theatergoers?” 

“To the illogical. Inconsequent and 
meaningless musical plays that are much 
In vogue now. aad over which the public 
seems to have tune daft. There In no 
ft try, no sequence, no reason to them. 
Even the atmosphere of the scenes Is 
usually lacking Bongs are pitchforked in 
anywhere, without the slightest regard to 
their propriety. An out and out vaudeville 
entertainment Is all right That Is honest 
and la what li pretends to he. but a musi¬ 
cal comedy masquerades as a play That s 
hypocrisy and a fraud.**

PRISON MATRON IS BADLY 
HURT BY FEMALE CONVICT. 


N EW YORK, Nov. 4.—The music of 
"Parsifal” was discussed ex¬ 
haustively when the opera was 
introduced at Bayreuth, and 
again when it was brought here. Now w« 
are getting it in English, and I will pre¬ 
sume no further than to tell you how the 
w’ork strikes m* as a play. Now. please, 
you who are worshipful of Wagner, don’t 
throw’ this letter aside in disdainful 
dudgeon the instant you read my asser¬ 
tion that ’ Parsifal” is a futile effort by 
Wagner to undo what he did In his Ring 
set of melody-dramas. I have a right to 
hold an opinion, haven’t I? And It is 
that the great master of eloquent noises 
became theatric and audaciously Impious 
In his resolute endeavor to amaze the 
world once more before he died. Hts 
achievement, eo It seems to me. Is like 
Bardou’s In the Bernhardt melodramas. 
There is a similar assemblage of things 
calculated to arouse curioelty. Invite crit¬ 
icism and defy condemnation. The basts 
of the play, you know. Is the Arthurian 
legend of the Holy Grail. Identified ac¬ 
cording to Tennyson, as 
“The cup. the cup Itself, from which our 
Lord 

Drank at the last supper with His own.” 
And in which afterward His blood was 
caught as it flowed from His pierced side. 
Could there be a bolder exploit In drama¬ 
tization? The cup is here represented to 
be a relic In a Temple of the Holy Grail, 
where a band of pure-lived knights adore 
It. fn the stage action It Is exposed spec¬ 
tacularly In a ceremonial Imitation of the 
Last Supper. Twelve knights, embodied 
by chonis men, alt like the twelve 
apostles at a table. Their leader Is made 
by the actor of the role to reeemble the 
accepted portraits of Christ. He takes a 
seat on a structure which combines a 
throne and an altar. Two actresses in 
the guise of young esquires remove the 
coverings from the grail. It is a massive 
goblet of metal, but when the representa¬ 
tive of Christ lifts it for adoration an 
electric light within makes It luminous, 
and It Is seen filled red as with blood. 
Am T not warranted In believing that 
Wagner, In this scene, deliberately took 
a rlak of getting the condemnation In¬ 
stead of the admiration of piously sensi¬ 
tive Christians?

The story of “ParsIfaV’ is too old to 
retell; but. to explain whnt I feel as to 
the pacrlleg* of It. I must go over the 
paraphrase. In the last act, of Christ and 
the Magdalene. That takes place when 
Parsifal, whom we lost saw as a youth 
wandering away Into adventurous dis¬ 
tances, comes back matured and chas¬ 
tened. As thus changed he Is a closer and 
more dearly Intentienal likeness of Christ 
than the knight In the Temple wa.*— 
w'th the flowdig brown hair ami beard, 
the sad face and the white robe which 
the early Italian painters gave to the 
ftavlor The Magdalene of the play 
crouches at his feet, washes them In 
water of the spring beside which He slta, 
wipes them with her hair and anoints 
them with the contents of a phial. 

"•My office I fulfill," says Par*lfal. 
touching the repentant creature on the 
forehead with water from the spring; 
"baptized be and trust In the Redeemer." 

Between the first act of “Parsifal," 
with its theatrical utilization of the Last 
Supper, and the last act. with Its episode 
of the Magdalene, there Is an hour of the 
most sensuous exhibition Imaginable. This 
portion of the play, as given here In a 
careful duplication of the Beyreuth man¬ 
ner. has the spirit and behavior of mod¬ 
em extravaganza. A Black CYook sort of a 
sorcerer Is discovered at his Incantations 
In a weird cavern of a laboratory. He sum¬ 
mons Kundry. a creature of his will, and 
she comes up from below in a puff of blue 
smoke. He commands her to waylay and 
mislead Parsifal. A transformation of 
scene disclose# a beautiful rose garden. 
Into which Parsifal unwittingly strays. 
He Is beset Instantly by a stageful of 
6irens scant and thin. This female chorus 
is composed of as comely women, and as 
young as. could well be found with voices 
fit for Wagner music. They don’t sing 
many thing* to him. not anything that Is 
wickedly worded, but they invite him 
with their eyes, lure him with their smiles 
and bedevil him with their caresses until 
he yields himself to them—not quite. His 
purity conquers his passion and he drives 
them away. It Is the temptation of Saint 
Anthony vividly illustrated and set to 
voluptuous music. 

Next the action becomes more like the 
wooing of Adonis by Venus as described 
In Bhake^peare’s poem. Parsifal Is con¬ 
fronted by Kundry. At this time in his 
career he is a smooth-faced young fellow, 
with arms bared to the shoulders, legs In 
Imitation bareness to the hips, and wear¬ 
ing naught but a blouse so filmstly f«»* 
tened together that It looks likely to fa.l 
apart. The woman Is the same who aft* 
**rjrard becomes the woebegone Magda- 
lens. but here she Is a gay «Jid gorgeous 
adept In the wiles of feminine witchery* 
Now. what I hold Is that, as In the 
stage version of Gen. Wallaces “Ben 
Hwr.” Just so In H err Wagners Parsi¬ 
fal.” there 1« provided a carnal P RS ^"^ 
to be-acted without any forbearance^ The 


sacrilege doesn’t count. And T don't doubt 
that many of the others disagree with mo 
and believe the subject Is reverentially 
chosen and presented. The programme 
requests that there be no applause, even 
at the curtain fails, .and eo approvnl 
doesn't find expreeehm on the spot. Tho 
start la made at 6 o’clock and (ho end is 
not reaohed till about midnight. There 
Is an Intermission of an hour and a quar¬ 
ter early in the evening, and then tho 
restAurants of the neighborhood ar* 
crowded, and some of the more fashion¬ 
able folk drive home to Change their 
dresses from before-dinner to after-din¬ 
ner styles.

L ONDON. OcL 22 —Alice Neltaen's suc¬ 
cess In grand opera over here has 
been a pleasant surprise to her friend* 
These shook their heads doubtfully when 
the American girl who was so great a 
favorite in comic opera announced her 
Intention of deserting it and “aiming at 
the highest.” but bhere is no doubt now 
that the former “Fortune Teller** knew 
what ahe was about. Her debut In Lon 
<km last year in “Don Giovanni*' was so 
successful that the Ocrvent Garden man¬ 
agement risked Itttle in selecting her 
to sing Carmen to the Don Jose of 
Caruso, but her interpretation of the role 
ait the Royal Opera-house last evening 
roust have surpassed their anticipations. 
Before these line* appear In prim Miss 
Nellsen will have sung the principal role 
in “La Boheroe ' and probably established 
her position still further. Moreover, her 
appearances at Oovent Garden are being 
made In connection with the engagement 
of the famous San Cferlo Orchestra and 
the Chorus of Naples, whose reputation 
is one of the finest, if not the finest organ¬ 
isations of the kind In the world, and ha# 
been fully sustained by the performances 
they havo given so far. Besides “Car- 
m<m.” “Aida," “RlgoJetto" and Puccini s 
“La Tosca” and "Marion Leecaut" have 
already been sung, and among the operas 
•till to be given are Giordano's “Andrea 
Chenier" and Francesca CUea s "Audiri 
enne Leooumur," both of which are 
new to this country. 


Another American singer who has won 
increased renown on this side of the 
water Is about to return to her own 
country and there make an extended 
tour. This 1« Mme. E>Ha Russell, who 
sang with the Moody-Manners Opera 
Company at Covent Garden last spring— 
at the time of Manners' bold attempt to 
make unfashionable grand opera pay in 
London—and who has been singing with 
this troupe in the provinces of late Mm* 
Russell tells me that she la now planning 
to sail for the United States from Genoa 
about the middle of November. Soon 
after arriving she will start on a concert 
tour w’htch is to open In New York and 
take In nearly all the large American 
cities. Before starting for home, how¬ 
ever. the singer will go to Russia, hav 
Ing arranged to give concerts In St. Pe¬ 
tersburg and Moscow. She expects to be 
In the User's domain about a fortnight, 
after which she will gv> direct to Itaiy 
By the way, Mme. Rmsael! made an eepc- 
, claMy interesting appearance at Ryde 
quite recently, when she sang a song 
composed by Princess Beatrice, the 
youngest sister of King Edward 


Puccini, the Italian composer, whose 
os, “La Boheme" and "Manon Ijos- 
criut." are bei-ng sung at Oovent Garden, 
to London for the first time the 
other day on purpose to rehearse them. 
This musician's great reputation came to 
m only after the hardest kind of work, 
and the story of his coyly struggles, con¬ 
fided to an interviewer the other day, is 
a striking one. 

k “My brother and I began studying mu- 
together." said Puccini, “and so poor 
ere we that through a friend's influence 
we succeeded for a year In obtaining a 
■narity pension of 100 francs a month. 

On this amount we hod to sufbelM. 

^ ,# We lived In an apartment in Milan. 
{ the landlord of which was an individual 
rfwhuee business It wan to deliver registered 
letters; I don't think you have such a 
person In England. On this pittance we 
had to keep body and soul alive, in ad¬ 
dition to having to work hard In order 
to keep pace with our studies for the 
CYmservatnlrs, We ran Into debt right 
an*! left, and before the cowl of the month 
we often hod to pawn ©ur sticks, umbrel¬ 
las and overcoats to obtain a little money 
for Imunedfcrts requirements. 

"W« were allso a llfttle handicapped In 
having to pay our landlord promptly. 
When he in his official capacity os a ser¬ 
vant of the State brought us the regis¬ 
tered letter containing the grant he would 
wait while we opened Irt, and he would 
then ask us to pay our lodging bill at 
on or. This really meant that w<* had very 
Utile, and sometimes nothing, left to re¬ 
mind us of the Government's generosity 
except. tShre envelope. 

•This man was a terror. He prohibited 
cooking in the room because. I suppose, 
he wanted to make more profit out of 
us. But when we had money enough to 
purchase some eggs my brother would 
play the pianoforte so that the old man 
oould not hear me poaching them. Then 
I started teaching—dh rather wanted to 
start, for I oply secured one pupil, who 
paid me a frano for each lesson, and he 
could only spare time to have two a week. 
Later I became a planJCt at cafe concerts, 
and If I 'had a Tty spare time I accepted en¬ 
gagements to play at dances, for which 
I received seven francs a night. I tried 
my hand at copying manuscripts, haring 
heard that Wagner had been paid 2d a 
folio for this work, but my writing was 
not good enough, and so I drifted on. 

“Would I like to go back to those old 
days? Well, I should in order once again 
to cm Joy my youth, but that is the only 
reason. 

“For miy first opera, ‘Le ViUl,* whl-ch 
was produced at Milan in 1884, I received 
2.000 franco. During the four months I 
spent In writing it I had Jived on credit 
at a Mttle restaurant called the AMa In 
a slum in Milan. M*y dinner usualiy con¬ 
sisted of a cup of wine and a piece of 
badly-ox>kod meat, and I renal! to this 
day the stealthy manner tn which I used 
to tell the waiter to write up the bill, and 
then I quitted the place with wicked looks 
from him because I had no money to tip 
him. When I had these 2,00> franc* I 
went to the restaurant and paid the bill. 
Which amounted to $>0 francs. The pro¬ 
prietor. having heard of the production of 
the w»rk, exclaimed that there was no 
necessity to settle the account. *I/et It 
run on.’ he said. ’No,’ I replied. *1 will 
pay it now' and will never come hack to 
you. because you have made me feel my 
position so acutely. You treated mo shab¬ 
bily.’ I suppost? the man began to dis¬ 
trust me, but I felt confident I should 
succeed, and as I have told you. I was 
proud of my name, and would not have 
cheated him off hto due.*' 


Probably the thing that hurt Mrs. 
Brown-Potter most In connection wi h the 
failure of her first production at the Sa¬ 
voy Theater was the general ojdnlon on 
the part of the critics that her own act¬ 
ing left much to be desired. And to Mrs 
Potter no doubt tlhe pleasantest part of 
the sirccews which she has Just scored at 
the same theater la the complete reversal 
of that Judgment. Evidently tquality 
of the material writh which she has to 
work makes a lot of dilfference to Mrs. 
Potter, for she certainly gets the most 
out of both “Forget-Me-Not" and the act¬ 
ing version of “Cwvallerla Rustlcem," 
which she Is now giving at the Aivoy. 
Londoners are looking forward to her 
coming production of “Church and 
Stage,” the play which was written for 
her recently by the versatllo Vicar of 
Gorlealon. 1

UNFILLED STEEL ORDERS 
THE LARGEST IN HISTORY. 


It Is Believed That 1006 Will 
the Bonner Year In 
the Trade. 


Be 


New r York. Nov. 5.—According to the 
Wall Street Journal, the representative 
of a big railroad system which Is close¬ 
ly Identified with the United States 
Steel Corporation says: 

“The unfilled orders on the books of 
the Steel Corporation at the end of 
the present quarter will probably be 
the largest It has ever had at the end 
of a year. The net results for the 
quarter In the way of earnings will not 
be large, because of the usual let-up 
in operations toward the new year, but 
the business for the first quarter will 
be very large. 

“I believe that the year 1905 will be a 
banner year In the Iron and steel trade, 
and that very early in the year all the 
steel companies of the country will be 
working to their full capacity. At this 
time the trade outlook, going beyond 
the present quarter, is exceedingly 
good, and I believe that my predictions 
of a banner year for 1905. steel pro¬ 
duction, will be borne out by results. 

“In my opinion the rush to buy Is 
going to come all at once, and it would 
not at all surprise me to see thousands 
of tons of pig Iron ore imported at fan¬ 
cy prices in the endeavor to meet the 
demand. For two years the building 
Industry of the United States has been 
paralyzed by n succession of costly 
strikes. New projects are now coming 
out and the abandoned plans of a year

Accepts Draft of Anglo- 
Itussiuii Convention. 


HINT OF REMARKABLE CLAIM 


Roger Foster. Esq., the great New 
York attorney, says: 

“The statement issued by President 
Roosevelt yesterday is characteristic in 
the extravagance of his language and 
his self-eulogy. He avoids, however, 
raising an issue upon the charges made 
and merely denies the Inferences that 
can reasonably be drawn from them. 
He does not deny that Mr. Cortelyou, 
before he became chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Committee, was appointed by 
him Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
and there obtained secret information 
concerning the assets and business of 
the corporations subject to the anti¬ 
trust law and Interstate commerce act. 
which he has refused to disclose to 
the public when asked for the same. 
He does not deny that Mr. Cortelyou 
personally and through his agents has 
asked those corporations whose secrets 
he thus obtained and those w*ho control 
them, for large contributions to the Re¬ 
publican campaign funds, and that they 
have made them as requested. He doe* 
not deny that those contributors of 
money to aJ(l In President Roosevelt's 
election have committed many viola¬ 
tions of the criminal sections of those 
two statutes. He does not deny that 
no criminal prosecution against any 
of them or any of their officers Is now- 
pending. He does not deny that no civil 
suit against them has been begun since 
they walked up to the Captain’s of¬ 
fice. 

“He boasts of his action against the 
Northern Securities. He does not deny 
that he opposed, through his Attorney 
General, an application to have the de¬ 
cree in that suit so amended ns to com¬ 
pel the return of the stock of the two 
railway companies which It holds to 
the original owners of the same, and 
that In consequence of this action by 
himself and his Attorney General the 
Northern Securities Company still con¬ 
trols those two competing corporations. 
His only denials are that Mr. Cortel- 
you’s demands of money from those 
corporations who were subject to crim¬ 
inal proceedings which have not since 
been Instituted can properly be de¬ 
scribed as blackmail, and that there 
has been any promise of a return for 
the contributions thus levied. No po¬ 
liceman who collected 1100 a week from 
a gambling house on his heat ever 
promised that In return for the money 
he would make no arrests nor com¬ 
plaint. No proof of any such prom¬ 
ise was offered before the Lexow* Com¬ 
mittee nor in any crimhjpl prosecution, 
as the result of which the officer was 
sent to Sing Sing. In every such case 
the patrolman has been vociferous In 
his denials that there w-as any such 
promise or understanding, but courts 
and juries as well as the public have 
universally said that the Inference of 
a corrupt understanding w r as inevitable 
in such cases. 

“Finally. President Roosevelt has not 
denied that he has demands and re¬ 
ceived while In the White House fiee 
transportation from railway compair.es 
subject to the interstate commerce act 
to an amount in excess of $50,000, and 
that both the officials who gave this 
to him and he who asked for and ac¬ 
cepted It thus committed violations of 
penal statutes punishable by forge 
fines and long Imprisonment." 

That eminent lawyer. William D. 
Hornblower. remarked: 

“Roosevelt has again lost his head 
What other Inference can the Ameri¬ 
can people draw but that he stands in 
with the trusts when the trusts ar* 
putting up their money to elect him?”

Russian Papers Object To British 
Warships Shadowing Rus¬ 
sia’s Fleet. 


POINTS OF THE AGREEMENT. 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 5, 1:41 p. m.— 
Russia has accepted the telegraphic 
draft of the Anglo-Rus.«l in convention 
for the commission of inquiry into the 
North sea incident, submitted to Rus¬ 
sia Wednesday, as announced in these 
dispatches at the time, and the final 
exchanges will be ratlflel in London. 

The cenventlon covers six articles, as 
previously forecasted from here. The 
commission will sit in Paris and will 
consist of five members—Russian, Brit¬ 
ish, American and French—the repre¬ 
sentatives of the four nations to choose 
the fifth member. Broad outlines for 
the inquiry are laid down by the con¬ 
vention, but the commission will have 
wide latitude in determining nil 'the 
relevant facts. Although the conven¬ 
tion Is agreed to. It is believed that 
some minor factors connected with the 
subject, the exact nature of which can¬ 
not be ascertained, are Fti'.l un leaded. 
• • # 

Terms of the Convention. 


The term* of the Anglo-Russian con¬ 
vention agreement on the constitution 
of the commission, as dest-ribed by Ar¬ 
ticles 4 to 14 of The Hague peace con¬ 
vention. to Investigate the North sea 
incident, are as follows: 

Fljst’.y-The commission Is to oonslst of 
five members, namely, officers of Grt-at 
Britain, Russia the United States and 
France; these to select a fifth. If they 
cannot agree upon a choice the selection 
to be Intrusted to the sovereign of *ome 
country to be cho**en by Groat Britain 
arid Rusal a. 

Secondly—The commission to report on 
all the circumstances relating to the dis¬ 
aster and to establish tin responsibility 

Thirdly—The commission to have th« 
I lower to settle all qui-sti-omt of procedure. 

Fourthly—The parties to bind them, 
selves to s-upply the oorranisslon with a-i: 
the necessary Information, facilities, etc 

Fifthly—The commission to meet In 
Paris so soon ae possible after the signa¬ 
ture. 

Sixthly—'The report of the committee to 
he officially communicated to the respec¬ 
tive Governments. 

Provisions are to be added regarding 
the Assessors’ and agents’ expenses, a 
decision to be reached by a majority, 

etc. 

It is expected that the commission 
will assemble In about a fortnight. The 
greatest satisfaction prevails at the 
Foreign Office at the complete agree¬ 
ment reached, and a firth hope is ex¬ 
pressed that the American Admiral to 
be selected by the United State? to sit 
on th* 1 commission will prove nn im¬ 
partial judge of the facts submitted.

Shadowing of Russian Ships. 

The fact that only seven torpedo 
boats now with the squadron, 

whereas eight left Lihau is explained 
by the fact that one of them broke 
down before the squadron left Danish 
waters and was towed back to Llbau 
by the Russian ice breaker Ermak. 

The reports of British warships fol¬ 
lowing up the various divisions of the 
Russian squadron are creating Intense 
excitement here. The Sviet says: 

“The shadowing of the Russian 
squadron by British cnilsets cannot go 
on. This game must be stopped, and 
the sooner the better.”

Tha 
only way a score can be made on a pure 
fluke Is by taking advantage of some 
point not covered by the rules. The only 
genuine fiuke I can think of In recent 
years was that In the Harvard-Carlisle 
game last year, when the ball was slipped 
under the Jersey of one of the Indians 
and he ran the length of the field for a 
touchdown. This play took advantage 
of tho rules. At that time there was 
nothing In the rules saying that n score 
could not be made In that fashion, and 
her.ee the tonohdown had to bo allowed, 
to the graet delight of the shifty red¬ 
skins. 

’’The means by which scores rr«y be 
made are definitely named in the rules 
Roughly^^Ht^B 

one or two ways, either by playing p< 
feet ball Itself and carrying the ball along 
from kick-off by steady rushes to a 
touchdown or by taking advantage of the 
errors of its opponents. So long as scores 
are made strictly under the rules there is

speed over the champions of other days. 

With the benefit of all Improvements 
In the art of training, thoroughly con¬ 
ditioned and seasoned and over the fast¬ 
est track in the world, the best the cham¬ 
pion of champions of 1904 could do was 
to clip a second and three-quarters oft of 
Maud S.' mark of 2:0fi\, made by the 
great chestnut mare nineteen years ago. 
Tho daughter of Harold made her rec¬ 
ord in the month of July, w'hile the 
leaves were turning brown as Major Del- 
mar swept under the wire in the South¬ 
ern city, she thus going against the 
watch nearly three months earlier in the 
year than the date on w-hich the great 
gelding at last wiped out her marvelous 
record. Splan regards, however, all thingB 
considered, that Major Delmar Is the 
greatest trotter that has yet appeared on 
the turf. Says the veteran driver: 

"I have never seen a horse Just quite 
m good He has a race record far superior 
of course to any exhibitions made 
against other horses by Lou Dillon, and 
he 1* entirely sound, as Alta McDonald, 
his noted driver. Is my authority that 
the great gelding never went a lame step 
in his life. Being a nonentity In the stud. 
I don't figure tbs mighty performer will 
bring over £5.000 when sold in New York 
this month, but I regard him the best 
money proposition in training, and think 
bo is easily worth twice that sum. I 
would be wilting to take him next year 
on a basis of 25 per cent, of his earnings 
over 125,000, provided some wealthy turf, 
man of social standing buys him and pays 
all the expenses out of my profits. 

“Major Dal mar is a lesson to horsemen 
to keep their promising young trotters en¬ 
tire colts. Were Major Dahnar a stallion 
3 could easily get an order for his expor¬ 
tation to Europe at a sum around I76.0J0. 
Countries over the ocean in which the 
trotter has become popular will not per¬ 
mit the importation of geldings only by 
the payments of excessive duty. They 
have only use for a sensational perform¬ 
er that can be of service in the stud when 
his achievements as a turf performer 
ends. I don't believe as yet that Major 
T>elmar has reached his full limit as a 
speed marvel. He la two years younger 
than Maud S. was when she made her 
world's record, and Rarus was four years 
older than the present champion when he 
wore the troting crown." 

, The noted stallion Jay M'cGregor, re* 
fires to Hlckorvwooa stock form here for 
the seasons with two record* this year 
to his credit. His Memphis mile of f*d?*4 
Is the fustest time scored by a trotting 
stallion this season and he is the only six- 
year-old stallion of the year to have as 
many as three 2:3(t performers to hi* 
credit in 1904. The son of Jay Hawker 
will again winter here In car*' of W. L. 
Spears and will not be trained next year 
until the full regular stud season Is over. 
He will then go back In Scott Hudson’s 
bands to moke a bid for the 2:07 and 2:98 
trots at the late meetings, with n view 
of again reducing his present fast record. 

All of Scott Hudson s string of famous 
campaigners were, turned out this week 
and the training quarters of the noted 
driver at the Breeders’ Association irack 
will stand idle until after the holidays 
Hudson will spend a portion of his vaca¬ 
tion on his annual game hunt and the 
rest of the time he wit’, busy himself look¬ 
ing around for promising green racing 
material.

California Trotting Mare Probably 
the Great Racer of the 
Season. 


LOU DILLON’S BAD DEFEAT. 


T HE season of 39*>4 In harness racing 
is closed, and while It w r aa not so 
remarkable as that of 1906, be¬ 
cause of the arrival of tho two- 
minute trotter through the aid of the 
wind-shield, it has. never the less, been an 
unusuaJ one for the sport. MaJ. Delnmr 
stands out a* the bright particular star, 
not only beoause he wrested the title of 
champion trotter from Lou Dillon, but be¬ 
cause he established a record for the 
greatest number of miles at extreme 
speed—in fact, it may be said that the 
gTeat gelding trotted more fast miles this 
year than any of the trotters has done 
In a lifetime. 

Second only to Maj. Delmar stand* 
Sweet Marie, tho wonderful California 
maie. who Is. without a doubt, the great¬ 
est racing trotter the wmid has known, 
and before another year has passed she Is 
more than likely to *be hailed as the 
champion. 

In this connection It is interesting to re¬ 
call that this brilliant performer wa* cajl- 
t*l a quitter lost year, and with reason, 
for she gave evidence time and again 
of either faint-heartedness or lack of en¬ 
durance that has mode her reoord of thlh 
season the more remarkable. After her 
wonderful display of gunfrenees at the 
Lexington track, when she outgamed the 
other entries, including Tiverton. ihe 
horse that beat her In the Charter Oak. 
she was *camj>ed as being not only a 
speed wonder, but a mare possessed of the 
stoutest of hearts, as well as a constitu¬ 
tion of Iron. 

But the season that gave Sweet Marie 
pre-eminence as a racing machine mark¬ 
ed the downfall of the sensational Lou 
Dillon, unquestionably the fastest of trot¬ 
ters. Last year Lou Dillon was queen 
and Sweet Marie a fast mare, hut <t 
quitter. This year Sweet Mario fought 
her way to the top through her game¬ 
ness. while Lou Dillon displayed either 
a faint-heartedness or a weakness of 
constitution that has relegated her to the 
class of horses that have great speed 
but nothing else in dlicusftttig her race 
with M«J. Delmar lor the gold cup at the 
Memphis moating, the Horseman say*: 

“Why was it tout the little nun which 
had so decisively defraud Ma). Delmar 
a year ago, wiis unuMe to ev«*n force him 
to trot a couplo of mile* to wagon in 
record time? The only spot for an excuse 
is found in July, when the mare did not 
do herself Justice at Detroit, and was a 
few days later taken dangerously III with 
fever at Cleveland. She recovered quickly 
from this sickness and was brought along 
during the laiiance of Lhe se.iaon with 
tno one Idea in view, of defeating Maj. 
Delmar In the race for the gold cup. To 
this end all h«*r exhibition dates were 
canceled 

’ Lou Dillon was prepared for the race 
with the greatest of care and skill. Mil¬ 
lard Sanders and 1 Charles, better known as 
•Doe.’ Tanner had a record of the trial 
miles, method of feeding, etc., which was 
so successful last year In bringing the 
mare to the track In record-breaking con¬ 
dition. The preparatory work lor the cup 
race was board on this, and there Is no 
question but she was prepared with the 
greatest of oarr and eklM by two of the 
best conditioners In the country.

REVIVE BOXING IN NEW YORK. 


Plan To Hold Boots In Public Under Certain Condi¬ 
tions. 


T^TOMORlLES have oomc more Into public favor during the past year than 
In all the time since the origin of the motor car. Like everything else in 
America that arises from an inventive turn, improvements are made rap¬ 
idly and the best results are obtained In short ordtr. 

At the present aufro racing and speeding is confined almost strictly to‘regular 
race courses and has been placed in the position occupied by any other legitimate 
sport. 

Tire recent contest for the Vanderbilt cup furnished one of the greatest events 
of the year in sporting circles ami numerous other races between powerful ma¬ 
chines and against time have been the moans of placing auto racing in tne po¬ 
sition It now holds. 

Kuri tKsor. the once famous cyclist, Ls credited with the fastest time for a mile 
ami atoo all distances between sixteen and twenty-five miles. Inclusive, Tbe mile 
was negotiated in32 4-6 seconds, but only the other day Barney Oldfield drove Van¬ 
derbilt's Mercedes car a mile In 39 seoorKits. However, this haa not been officially 
recognlxed and Kiser’s record sdll stands. 

The world’s track automobile records from one to sixty miles are as follows: 


W ITHIN the next few weeks, it 
is understood, an effort will b^; 
made to revive boxing in th s 
city In public.

The clubt* 
where these scraps take place are Incor¬ 
porated. and are legitimate organisations 
In every sense of the tvord. They ore 
made up of some of the most respectable 
•lemervt of New York. They iw.ve well 
equipped gymnasiums, elegant private 
rooms, shower baths, billiard and pool 
par.org. and conform with ail the require 
merits tar a genuine athletic dub. The 
meml>era must have some sort of diver¬ 
sion. and the club management tries to 
provide them with h. Usually th* re is a 
vaudeville entertainment coupled with & 
number of evenly-matched bouts be 
tween skillful pugilists. There is a phy¬ 
sician on band to see that each and every 
contestant Is In the best of trim. If h i* 
not he does not pass muster and is 
j>rvm^iily rejected. The crowd is urtieny. 


and no admission is charged The boxers 
mu.-t be paid for their services, so the 
members art* taxed according to the 
amount and kind of ;a.*nt fon.lsn**d. 
Sometimes a member brings a guest with 
him. Nobody Is disturbed and every one 
has u good time. These bouts are well 
patroids«l, and from the revenue d*Ytvsd 
the club is able to thrive. 

A well-kn rwn of boxing, one 

who has never participated in fake l*>i is. 
Is going to give a series of such contests 
pretty soon He believes that the law 
oannut reach him. for the reason that he 
Is not breaking it. He te #4mply gdne to 
work in the Interest of a noitd club, 
which pays raxes t«* tf»e city. The m<rm- 
bc-rs want t«> see boxing bouts without 
being compelled to travel about like rob 
bers In th«» night to some obscure p.*rt 
! of New York In fear of b ing p unc-ed 
irpon by the police and lodged In J * 11. 
Bob Fltxstmnions and Tom Sharkey w. re 
i the principals la a threc-rounu bou: 
which wna> derided at American League 
Park the iwist summer. There wciv o.h?r 
contests that same day In the cans* of a 
w’orthy charity and admission was chirg 
1 ed. There was no attempt to stop th- se 
mills. The police looked on and helped 
to swell the applause after the strugg • * 
were over. If this wu.* not a gfolmton 
of the law. then the local promot«-r think 
that be has the right to hold bouts. He 
Intends to employ tbe best men In tit Ir 
class at a fair compensation. There will 
be no decision, but the referee will be In 
the ring to see that the principals observe 
the rules of the encounter*, as well as 
1 those of the club. The idea of the club to 
give those essays In public Is to impress 
upon the minds of the members and 
•'guests" that In attending these exhibi¬ 
tions they arc not violating the law. 


AN ACER HUGH DITFFY, of the 
Philadelphia Nationals, is en¬ 
joying his vacation at his home 
in Dorchester, ami looks none 
the worse for the arduous campaign of 
the past season. "Philadelphia will have 
a team In 1905 far superior to that of 19ol." 
said he. "We suffered many handicaps In 
the past season. The team wa« a deal 
worse than I anticipated, and 1 was com¬ 
pelled to go out and search for material 
with which to strengthen tt after the other 
teams were in shape to do fh#;-c!oss work 

"We developed two fast youngsters in 
McGee and Lush. Both are good batsmen 
and fast players. We have strengthened 
appreciably in the box. I have no fear at 
all that we will regain our prestige In 
Philadelphia. 

"I do not like to kick a)*out the um¬ 
pire*, 6ut J think it Is but fair to say 
that we got a pretty raw deal from one 
man In particular. It is tough, indeed, 
to be obliged to submit to this sort of 
thing from men totally unfitted for their 
calling. 1 am certainly of the opinion the 
oorps of umpires could have been bettered 
l«u»t season. 1 think Ghat most of the 
managers will agree with mo that there 
is a great opportunity for improvement. 

"I am r»t at all surprised that Collins* 
team landed Che pennant. He had a grand 
siring of pitchers, backed up by a wonder¬ 
ful aggregation of ball tossers. Above all 
lh« team was practically intact the entire 
season. You can’t beat Louie Crtger as a 
catcher. 

"Then take the Boston infield—where 
can you beat it? Collins lias certainly 
lost none of his skill. Parent is a phenom¬ 
enon. Ferns bus proved the w i sdom of 
his choice and Lachance certainly outdid 
himself the past season. The pitchers, 
too. are high class. Boston also had In 
the outfield a team of veterans who knew 
the game from start to finish. There 
was no untried material to worry the 
manager and h* could give Iris whole at¬ 
tention to the business before him. 

"It is impossible to uttaln pennants 
until the goods uro there. The Boston, 
Baltimore and Brooklyn Clubs went on 
winning pennants season after season, 
prior to the advent of the American 
Lcjtgue, simply because they had tbe best 
pUyers. Those teams would doubtless 
have gone on for a very long time, and 
New York would not have got a chance 
had not the American League broken 
into the field, it wus the inroad of the 
American League, too. that made it pos¬ 
sible for Pittsburg to land the pennant 
three limes, and 1 . was only becui».' of 
the accession of Tannehlil and Chesbro 
that Pitisburg went to the bud for the 
fourth flag. 

’•Something must be done to help the 
batting. With the foul strike and rhe 
spit ball another season, the batsmen 
will be so discouraged that a decent 
percentage will be out of the question. 
How can It be done? wUl be asked. Easy 
enough. Stop the pitcher from wetting 
the ball, and you have the solution. It 
looks to me as if the spit ball is a crea¬ 
ture of a single season.*’

Draft Rule Discussed. 

Nothing at the New' York meeting over¬ 
shadowed in real Importance the discus¬ 
sion on the new' draft ruling. It is pro- 

{ tnsed now, os person* conversant with 
KisebaJI legislation know, to make the 
draft on the b:i*?is that but on-.* player 
can be drafted from one Class "A. A." 
minor league by a major leagu* and 
make the payment of $1,900 May 1 if the 
player is found to be suitable, and If not 
to turn him back bo the club. The draft 
is to be made before any sales, and it 
shall mean the first choke of players. 
Other changes In draft arc proposed for 
the lower classified leagues, but this Is 
the real important one. Inasmuch a* it 
affects more strongly the relations be¬ 
tween the minors and majors. 

This now proposition wfill be presented 
to the National Oommlssion at the Cin¬ 
cinnati meeting in January, when the 
Minor Board of Arbitration will meet at 
the fame time the National Commission 
has it* session.

Then it wo* 
that Jake used some of tbe brains of 
which hts race is noted. 

"He could always hit a ball hard, but 
he always hit It in one way—never learn¬ 
ed any other^so that the pitcher* had 
found his weakness. ’The chief of these, 
if I remember aright, was a siow r ball. 
As I say. Jake used his brains and learn¬ 
ed to bunt. He practiced hitting at high 
ones and low one*, stood right-handed and 
left-handed, and he got the pitchers In 
practice to serve up the kind of balls he 
found hardest to hit. He bunted a lot, 
got so he could hit any old kind of hall, 
and ever since that time Jak< has stood 
away up In the averages.

ress of work on the new track are 
unanimous In the opinion that tfie track 
when completed will be one of the finest 
In the country. The steel framework of 
the grand stand nnd paddock Is now all on 
hand and the putt.ng up and completion 
of these structures will be a matter of 
only a few days. The woodwork Is al¬ 
ready completed and can be put In place 
before November 10, and the track will be 
ready to be utilized for raring by the mid¬ 
dle of November, although the meeting 
over the new course will not bftgin untd 
the first of the year, until aft^r the al¬ 
lotment of dates for the ensuing year has 
been made by the ’Western Juckey Club. 
It is considered likely that the new racing 
organization and the Crescent City Jockey 
Club wlli come together shortly and agree 
on a division of the dates remaining aft¬ 
er the first of January. 

The book of tbe meeting, which will be 
Issued wlth!n the next few days, will show 
a liberal array of stakes and purses for a 
beginner in the raring field. The feature 
will be the Panama Handicap with a 
guaranteed value of $10,000. This is the 
only guaranteed stake, ail the other fix¬ 
tures having added money, which seems 
to to© the most popular at a mile anil a 
quarter, and It will be run some time In 
January.

The Quickstep 
Handicap, for three-year-olds owl up¬

the laurels. The result of the Brltl-Gans 
battle throw's the championahip wfide open 
to competition, and also leaves the class 
without a head. 

More and more, during the post few 
months, has there been a clamor for a 
return to the old weight standards and 
a stricter observance of the figures set 
for the various classes. Britt and Gar» 6 , 
fully realiaing this, and knowing well that 
th© winner of a bout between them at 
133 pounds ringside would be at unques¬ 
tioned championship, fought at the o.d 
standard. The result was almost unique In 
the history of pugilism. Guns won. and 
thus nominally retains the title. At the 
same time toe was so completely beaten 
up to the time tbe foul was landed which 
gave him the verdict, that it is plain he 
cannot fight at the weight and be strong. 

Gans. therefore, even though the nom¬ 
inal wtnner of tbe bout, must cease to 
figure as even a championship possibility 
at the legitimate weight. He would be 
toppled over to a certainty if he ever tried 
to fight at 183 again. Crafty as he is. he 
will never try for that weight again, and 
this fact, coupled with the manliest weak¬ 
ness of his performance, ends htm ns real 
Ugtotweigh t .champion. 

Britt is not cham¬ 
pion. because he lost the battle. The ver. 
diet bars him from any claim to recogni¬ 
tion. He showed him^eif superior to Gans 
at the weight, but he lost the derision. 
Henc© the astounding spectacle .s present, 
ed of a championship light which resulted 
in a derision, yet dki not produce a cham¬ 
pion, and which knocked both the W'ou4d- 
be champions ou*t of Che honor which 
they sought. It is doubtful if there was 
ever such a situation in fistic history be¬ 
fore. 

Tne lightweight championship is some¬ 
thing very dear to the eye of the ring- 
goer. It is an honor second in money- 
g oulr.g power only to the heavy weight 
championship. The lightweight Chan 
is always feted and petted, always given 
International mills, anvl every dame© for 
fame and dollars. 

Right now there is no lightweight cham¬ 
pion. Go to it, ye youngsters, and whale 
one another!

Robert Edgren says of Britt: "Britt 
couldn’t keep from fighting. It was as 
natural for him to fight as it is for most 
boys to fly kites. 

"I remember how common tales of 
young Britt’s fights were along the line in 
San Francisco about six years ago. That 
was before he had entered ihe ring even 
as ati amateur. Jimmy Britt’s brother, 
Billy, was a featherweight and amateur 
champion of the Pacific coast. Jimmy, as 
soon as he could hold ut> his hands, iried 
to follow’ Billy’s example. As a natural 
consequence he fought every boy he met. 
When he grew a little bigger he used to 
fight nightly wherever he could find trou¬ 
ble. and Frisco was an easy place to find 
it. He always picked out some big man 
for a victim. He fought policemen and 
xrlpmeu and all kinds of men. and nine 
times out of ten he cam© out on top. In 
that way Jimmy Britt became Inured to 
taking all sorts of chances. A pollce- 
man’s’club became a Joke to him, and as 
far as fists and heels are concerned, they 
were nothing to be considered at all. 

"Then Britt entered an Amateur tourna¬ 
ment. He won hands down. His wide ex¬ 
perience ns a nightly rough-house fighter 
made him look like an old-timer beside th© 
amateurs who W’ent out under his 
punches. 

"Finding no amateurs who could make 
it Interesting, and becoming weary of 
fighting with the unfortunates who hap¬ 
pened to step on his toes or stand In his 
sunlight, or do some other offending thing, 
James became a professional fighter. 
Since that time he has not suffered a re¬ 
verse. barring one occasion, on which h« 
fought Welterweight O’Keefe In Portland, 
Ore. and got a water-front decision.

8 a:urd*y Evening. Nov. 6 —Rates for money, 
notwithstanding a heavy lows of cash by th« 
banka of New York City, have ruled rasy 
throughout tbs w'eek. being quitted at 2 U 2 Vi per 
cent, for call loans and at 3 t?3(6 for time 
fun la available from. 60 days to six months. 
This may Indicate that the strong financial In¬ 
terests feel no apprehension In regard to the 
future of the money supply. Still It Is possible 
that ruins are being k»pt at the prwent low 
point for some specified purpose. and the heavy 
gold exports, together with the loss of cash In 
other ways, would give color to this supposition. 
It is worthy of remark In this connection that 
Mr FTothlngham. the Wall street money lender 
for the banks, made the statement during the 
week that he expected to see higher rates 
shortly The International monetary situation 
will bear watching, with especial reference to 
tts bearing upon business, and It La altogether 
possible that the Government will call on the 
national banks after the election for a portion 
of their public deposits to reimburse the na¬ 
tional treasury. The bank statement to-day 
was probably a little better than had been ex¬ 
pected. It showed a loss of cash amounting to 
$8.731.TOO and a decrease In surplus reserve of 
16,661,250. The most pleasing and surprising 
feature of the acatemsnf was tho decrease of 
$ 2 , 407,100 in loons. Deposit* showed a falling 
off of $$,883,800 and circulation decreased 
$668,400.

To-day'* rather dull trading In stocks w rfa 
largely in the hands of room traders, and their 
uncertain mood left small Impression on the 
market. The tone of the market wm* drdded 
by the United R-tates Sted stocks. These were 
affected by realising, and the traders sold In 
consequence. There wa* a rally late In the 
morning on covering of shorts, but price* ea^ed 
off again In sympathy with the late decline of 
a pntiit In United States Steel preferred. The 
decline of 1*4 In Amalgamated Copper wo* an 
additional influence In affecting a market which 
was still largely given over to the Industrial 
specialties. The advances In Tennessee Coal. 
Republic Steel preferred and a few other less 
important Industrials proved a poor substitute 
for United States Rteel as a sustaining factor 
In the market. There was no marked pressure 
to sell, but the disinclination to proceed with 
speculative venture* until after the election left 
little sustaining power. 

Tho bank statement agreed closely with the 
Indications from the week's currency move¬ 
ment, the loss by gold exports being fully re¬ 
flected in the cash decrease, but with to-day’s 
$2000,000 shipment to Cuba rtUl to be ac¬ 
counted for. 

The question of further gold outgo to Eu¬ 
rope next week la it 11 open and the tide of 
the currency movement at the Interior has 
turned In favor at New York less decisively 
than anticipated. Missouri Pacific’s decline In 
gross earning* for the fourth week of Ck!tob<r 
hurt that stock, and New York Central’s small 
Increase for October was disappointing. The 
market closed easy 

There has been a bait in the speculative ac¬ 
tivity of the stock market this week, and a 
reactionary tendency The week’s movement of 
prices, however, has been Irregular and mixed, 
the list at no time moving In unison, and va¬ 
ried by occasional reaction* both ways. Opin¬ 
ions as to the grounds of tho reaction are rath- 
or diversified, various factors playing a nomi¬ 
nal part. Ths recrudescence of the war scare 
caused by the warlike preparation at Gibral¬ 
tar on Tuesday. the week's heavy outgo of 
gold and the approach of the election are as¬ 
signed as causes, and probably all have played 
a part. While the fear of an Immediate crisis 
was dissipated on Wednesday there was evi¬ 
dence of sufficient uneasiness tn foreign mar¬ 
kets later In the week to leave an undercurrent 
of foreboding, due to ths high feeling displayed 
by both the British and the Russian sentiment 
over the situation. 

There has been undoubtedly some reduction 
of speculative commitments in stocks, prompt¬ 
ed by the conservatism with which the outcome 
of a presidential election always affects Wall 
street, which Is Invariably punch'd to Judg»* 
what the effect on business and Industry may 
be. Th* same spirit 1* shown by the report* 
from the business of the country Railroad of¬ 
ficials this week have reported a lull In the 
movement of general merchandise and in ths j 
orders for goods, which Is attributed to this 
cause. The conrscquenre has been some real x- 
Ing of the accrued profits on speculative hold¬ 
ings of stocks, which furthered the decline In 
prices. 

The suteldence of the war scare moderated 
the effect of tho heavy outgo of gold, and the 
slight effqct on the domestic money market 
also lessened Its Influence. But it Is evident 
that other cauyr* than the Immediate crisis 
In the Anglo-Ku.-. inn relation lira back of the 
oerruind for gold on the continent of Europe. 
The placing or a Russian loan, estimated at 
$270,009,000, is due to the regular prosecution 
of the war In the Far East and is Lhe Imme¬ 
diate requirement to be met by the expjrts. 
Gorman capital commitments to undigested 
Government securities of their own are also ln- 
volved. It Is probable that some of ths d«*- 
mruii! for remitisnce abroad Is against receipts 
-.r Australian gvla revived at San Francisco.

Ion.*’ said he one Sunday in the work¬ 
house chapel, when a woman Invited 
him to join In the singing 
Tils blunt refusal attracted attention 
The religious workers concentrated 
their efforts on him and, after Fo ig 
laboring, he was led to profess con¬ 
version. Tiie Rev. \V. IL Bruce, chap¬ 
lain of the workhouse, became Interest¬ 
ed. In Murray and at the expiration vf 
his term of confinement gave him a 
home in Hope Rescue Mission, where 
he Is to-day one of the leaders in the 
religious work urM where he often t *U* 
the story of his life. He stands up be¬ 
fore Die men who i gat her there and 
preaches to them.f He speaks u* one 
who has seen the worst that this life 
can give, and one who has been turned 
from crime after be had gone so f ir 
that thought of redemption never en¬ 
tered his calculations. 

“It Is easy for a young man to be¬ 
come u criminal.'* he says. “It was 
natural for me. I did not know when 
It happened; ft was gradual. Way back 
In the days just after the war. there 
was a gang of young fellows In Louis¬ 
ville who went by the name of the 
‘Forty Thieves.’ They started as boot¬ 
blacks and newsboys. They would do 
anything and they did do most every¬ 
thing that is against the law. Some of 
them are successful business men In 
this city to-day. having long ago given 
up the life of crime. They have* respect 
and the days of their youthful depre¬ 
dations are forgotten. 

. “It Is Just,like preachers say. I have 
laughed at preachers and sneered at 
their opinions, but It is true that doing 
wrong grows on you. Its course |s sim¬ 
ple and In my life It can be traced 
clearly. 

“With the ‘Forty Thieves.* I learned 
to steal watermelons out of the mar¬ 
ket. That was only a kind of a Joke, 
but next we wanted money and then 
we learned to crack a till. It was 
easier to steal money In those days 
because they did not have cash regis¬ 
ters uml new Inventions to prevent it. 
All you had to do was to call for some¬ 
thing that was In the hack of the store

In prison or In the worse days •>. dis¬ 
grace that followed my pardon before 1 
became converted, did l think "f the 
deed that l did not regret It. and even 
now. when the thought of the old horror 
comes, though I knotw I have been f i; 
glven, l still wish that 1 could w pe It 
away by sacrificing myself. But noth¬ 
ing can undo it. The a»'t was done In 
a second, unde- the flush « f drink and 
in the heat of sudrier passion, but 
twenty years of suffering has not 
changed It, for that t one moment has 

stained me a* a murderer for life.” 

• • • 

More than twenty years ago. Thomas 
Conners, alias Edward Murray, then 
twenty-five years of age, stabbed a 
man to death in a street fight uptown 
He cut so deeply with his knife that If 
was said that the victim’s heart could 
have been lifted through the opening 
in his breast. 

Though a young man, Murray had a 
long record of crime behind him and he 
found little kindness in the court 
rooms He wa« finally taken Into the 
Criminal Court, where he was tried for 
murder, and had It not t>e 4 en for the 
splendid de'enae made* by Judge Ster¬ 
ling B. Toney, who gained his first 
prominence by the speech before the 
Jury. Murray would have gone to the 

affold. He told Judge Toney that he 
would rather be hanged than go to 
I isoii, but the attorney, wtthouta fee, 
' rfht the case and succeeded in re¬ 
ducing the punishment to a term of 
<wer ty-onc years In the penitentiary. 
For nearly' fifteen years Murray re¬ 
mained In the penitentiary He was 
considered a danger ous prisoner, and 
much of the time he was kept in irons 
Several times he engaged in fight? with 
other prisoners during the first years, 
but later became submissive and was 
finally pardoned. 

Coining back to Loiiisvllh?. he found 
no friends. He did-not seek out his 
kin, on whom he felt that he had al¬ 
ready brought Ineradicable disgrace. 
The fifteen years In the prison had put 
him out of touch with the people of 
the world, and he had a hard time 
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ilAays knew that If It was a fight. 
It would b? to the death and l was 
pr-.pttr* d. To rob >u house, going Ugh* 
Into the sleeping apartments, I* the most 
daring tiling a c;p>k doe*. He knows 
that he is venturing all. 

“A man on high scaffolds keeps hi 
head by howling his mind on what In 
Is doing Hr u* v»*r look.' down. That 
Is the way the burglar does. He thinks 
about w hat he Is going to get and not 
about the danger of being killed. He 
Just keeps his mind on the swag and 
that keeps him clear. Of onurse. a 
fellow' is a little nervous und on the 
watch, but if he gets to thinking he is 
gone. That is why burglar.- run out 
of houses without getting anything. 
Half of them are not frightened away; 
they just get to thinking and they are 
gone. 

“It is easy for a burglar to decide 
about a hot*?e. If he Is going to do 
a Job he goes out that day and spots 
two or three places. If.it, is a store 
he goes In and gets the lay of things. 
Every house or building has a weak 
spot and a practice^ man can find It. ’ 
Maybe it is a shutter that will wo:k 
easily, maybe ft Is a trap door, but 111 
every building there is one weak spot 
and the attack Is concentrated on It, 

“It is easy to get Into a r sldence in 
ihe day, or sometimes It Is not necessa¬ 
ry to get inside. A man usually pick 3 
out two or three places so that he will 
certainly have one to • work on. If 
anything happens 4 «t the first place he 
will get the next one. 

“In winter the time for burglaries is 
between lu and 1 o'clock, but In the 
summer It is between 3 and 4 o'clock. 
You see people sleep better in the w.n- 
tcr time and they go to bed earlier. In 
-r * *v * i*. i- ♦ . a-. i- - i-. •>. .f.. . a.. 
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summer they do not get to sleeping 
heavily until about 3 o’clock. These 
little things^ the good tnen all know. 
They are not hax*d to learn because 
there are always, plenty of old men at 
the business who will gaudy take a 
young fellow in baaid.

The first time 11 got arrested was 
when I was nothing but n kid. They 
got me on a larceny and sent 

me to the uarkharuse for n year. I 
got out uf:er e^ght'months because my 
father had some Influence, but that sen* 
ten.-e didn't do mie any good. It only 
Impressed on toyj mind thdt I was one 
of those who wjjrx* there. I was worse 
when I got than wheh I went In. 
The next phn.4i came on the charge 
of malicious cutting. That time I went 
up to Frankfort for a year and got a

taste of penitentiary Hfe, which only 
served to harden me still more. I was 
released after eight months. By that 
time I had reached the burglar class 
and I was ready for the heavy work.

I could 
tell tales that the jHdloe have never 
learned if t had the mind to,, but I am 
not saying anything about that. 

"I was In a house on chestnut street 
one night and had the people ’stood up.* 
I mean that l had them lined up at the 
point of my revolver because they had 
heard me and started a noise. It was 
about election time and the Jailer and 
several of his deputies who hud been at 
h meetjVT happened to be passing. They 
ran in and got me. Then it was two 
more years at Frankfort because they 
hud me dead to tights.

4 After I got out that time l liit.c 
back here again. I suppesv I atn like 
the cat. for l couldn’t suy away. I 
have worked in Indiana and I lino a 
but never for any length of t me.

One 
night I held up a night watchman at 
Third and Market and got p'n heJ *h 
the chargt* of rubbery. The watchman 
did not appear and l was diwn s*ed. 
Then I went up for two years on an¬ 
other case of burglary.

4 ‘. *e years in the prison made 
an a I mil of me. I came near kill* 
Ing & fellow there one day and they 
put me In irons. When they wanted 
me to work they would drive a stake 
down In the fioor and fasten me to It. 
There I would stay, like a bear with 
a circle of only a few feet to live In. 
You ran see how It would mike a man 
brood. It Is Intended to break his 
6 pirit, but If he has lots of nerve It 
will only make him a fiend. That l* 
what it did to me. In those days re¬ 
ligion was outside of my thoughts. 
Whenever I saw a preuvher or heard 
a sermon I either did not listen or I 
only listened to deride. I could not 
see the light. * 

“When I came back to Louisville the 
last time before the long sentence ! 
was a graduate In crime. There was 
nothing left for me to do but murder, 
and 1 got that sooner thin l expected. 

1 w~as laying around Sviloons drinking 
u good deal and doing little jobs when¬ 
ever lthad thecha.ice. 1 h..d get pretty 
low' and I was as reckless as they make 
’em. 

"A bunch of fellows had made 
threats about what they were going 
to do to me. I passed them one night 
when I was drinking heavy. One of 

them said: There goes the -.* I 

turned and said: 'I gu^ss you are look¬ 
ing for me. We might as well have 
Ihte out right here.' Then 1 got a blow' 
that sent me down. Fur ous. I got up. 
drew my knife and tackled the first 
man l got to. He was not the one 
that hit me. but that didn't make &ny 
difference to me. I was crazy. It was 
only the work of a «.ccon'l, but it was 
murder and was done once for all. 

“They assigned Judge Toney to de¬ 
fend m<\ I told him It was all up and 
that I would ra'.her be hung than go 
back to prison. lie would not listen 
to that and he fought the < ape for all 
It was w'orth. He saved my life and I 
am a thousand times more grateful to 
him now than I was at that time.

“The fourteen years in prison were 
endlesa. It seemed. I was in disgrace 
much of the time for my actions th«re. 
Reporters came to see me several 
times, saying they wanted to talk wdth 


the most notorious Louisville priso er. 
and I h to r efuse tj fay a lythi.ig. 
Or.e of hem wrote up rry refusal a“d 
my action and that w -s the tause of 
n.y pardon. Miss Jen ie Ca.*$e’ny so’. 
Interested 1 r» tm and w-rote me I t e s 
I didn’t pay any attention to th m be 
cause 1 'w.t« not In condition for any¬ 
thing like th it. 

“I wa* glad when ! first got out. but 
after a few days here l wished l w* is 
buck again. The best days of my life 
had been spent In the penitentiary, and 
I thought l might as well go back there 
and live the rest of them. Theie wns 
nothing for me here. I could not g > 
back to my family, ff I did anything 
it would recall the old disgrace and if 
l got arrested It would all be brought 
up uguln, and they would have to suf¬ 
fer. ! did not know what to do. I 
thought I would steal something uijd 
get back, but I dreaded the notoriety 
of the trial. I often thought of sui¬ 
cide. If I was not an Irishman I would 
be In the river now. but niggers and 
Irishmen don’t do that. I was Just 
about to go to the river anyway wh£n 
I got pinched for a little theft and was 
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quietly sent tn the workhouse. Whe ^ 
they ottered nie that hymn book thgt 
biy I was feeling bad. und I blurted 
out what I thought. 

“Then came the days when I began 
to see things In another light- LJtt'e 
l y little l realized that hope was not 
.11 gone, nnd that there was a place In 
the world for trie. I am as certain I » 
my belief that l have been saved and 
thnt l am forgiven us I am that I am 
stand In.’ here now. I know It Is true 
I ipi honest, for I have had chances 
to ste;d dnd have not dope It. I can 
take a blow on the street without hit¬ 
ting back. I am happy In the thought 
of my salvation, and I praise God every 
day for His Infinite charity and kind 
ness."

“There Is not a better man In this 
mission to-day than Conners.** said tit 4 
Rev. W. M. Bruce. “He is absolutely 
honest. I know because I have tried 
Jhlm. I have made him the night watch¬ 
man am# he has my complete confi¬ 
dence. 

“It was one of the greatest desire* 
of Miss Cusseday that this man should 
some day be converted and Mrs. Susan 
Warner, who was associated with her. 
has rejoiced at his changed heart. She 
has shown him much attention ani 
would do anything for him."

Comes an Electrically Charged Atmosphere Fills Both 
Headquarters, and By Nightfall, Until the Returns 
Begin to Come In, Everybody Is a Bundle of 
Nerves—The Breaking Up of a National Com- , 
mittee After Victory Is Quite Differen* 

From That Following Failure.

The average person fs unaware that 
the training of a fighting cock is as 
careful and elaborate ais the training of 
a fighting man. . 

The millionaire stood the other morn¬ 
ing in a spacious and sunlit room of the 
clubhouse. One wall was lined with 
handsome cages, each containing a 
cock, and here and there were curious 
apparatus—n springboard, a mattress, 
scales, shears and so on. 

The trainer took a cock out of a 
cage.

Then, holding It on 
the springboard with one hand, he 
worked the board vigorously with the 
other. Thus the cock, maintaining its

Most 
people regard her as a young woman 
of unsound mind. Others hold, on the 
contrary, that she Is the best philos¬ 
opher of us all. since she has found 
perfect contentment In her humble 
sphere of life.

Stitch the (teams and the w haleboqe casing on, 
putting one bone down each ream and one on each 
side of the back, where the girdle Ls to fnaten. Turn 
the edges over on the same side as the seams, which 
are all on the right side, and on the under side sew 
on hooks and eyes at Interval!! of not more than an 
indh. 

But the foundation on and stretch the ribbon 
around It while you have It on. The ribbon should 
go around three tlmee— tw© yards and a half will 
be ample. Pin the folds In place—carefully, so that 
they cannot allp—and tack here and there with In¬ 
visible fltltehes, whipping the edges over. 

The fichu should be made of chiffon, mull or some 
soft, sheer double-width material, the diagram being 
only one-fourth of the whole. 

The rever effect Is quite new. 

I>ay the top edge on a bias fold of the material, 
which should be folded again In the middle of the 
back. If this is not possible with the width goods 
on hand, a neat seam down the middle of the back 
may be cunningly hidden In the two rows of shining

T HE quantity of food which pro¬ 
vides enough for a family of 
two, or two and the maid, la a 
problem that ever vexes the JjS 
soul of the bride new to marketing JoyMflH 
Before she learns the value of that un^ 
known quantity, her days and nights^ 
are troubled by the length of h**r billsj 
and the sum of her “left-overs." 

She has heard of dining well on smalfl 
means, but that is one of the arts nor 
included In her education. If she cod 
suits those scriptures of the culinaJ 
art known as cook books, she finds th| 
few of them even hint at the numt 
<»f hungry persons any given rece| 
will feed. 

One persevering young bride fouiil 
*t lost a • ooklng school teacher w/JjJJ 
ing to form a class for young 
seeking just such knowledge, 
learned to begin with the posslbdtf 
of a little roast of beef. She first h.qj 
'a talk with her butcher about the un¬ 
known quantities. The order for thres 
pounds of any k\nd of meat was tc 
mean three pounds, a few ounces ovei 
or under not to count. More th^n half 
a pound over the quantity ordered war 
never to be sent. The result was a 
noticeable shrinkage in the meat bill' 
at once. 

ROASTS. 

Then she ordered a prime cpt t 
porterhouse, for a roast; quantity, th? * 
pounds. The bones taken out were s-nl 
home for the stock pot. The long c 
of the roast was cut off and corned tax 
two or three days. 

When carefully trimmed and eke v- 
ered, the better piece of meat was put 
in a very hot frying pan and brow, td* 
quickly on every side, so that the jukes 
would not escape. The meat was tnea 
put on the rack In the roasting p.tn* 
and cooked a quarter of an hour In a 
hot oven, without the cover. A • upful 
of boiling water, containing a lump of 
butter the size of a walnut was then 
turn'd over It. The pan was covered 
and the meat roasted half an hour 
longer. If lacking in fat, a piece of 
suet was laid on the top. The beef 
8bottitl HOW be cooked rare. If likedg 
welt done, it may toe roasted flfteej 
minutes longer. 

In the pan th&98 should be a little 
and i rtoh brown itdiaient After tfl 
meat is laid on a hot dish add tp this 
sediment o teaspoonful of flour well! 
mixed with two tablespoonfuls of wa- \ 
ter and boll. Thin to the right con¬ 
sistency with a little boiling water, sea¬ 
son with salt, pepper and a few drops 
of kitchen boquet. 

For the second day’s dinner heat the 
roast through in a moderate oven. It 
must not be cooked longer or It will be 
tough. With this the young cook 
learned to serve a delicious horse rad¬ 
ish sauce, which was found most appe¬ 
tizing either hot or cold. When the 
sauce was to be hot It was made from 
three tablespoonfuls of horseradish 
grated fine, a teaspoonful of sugar and 
one each of salt and elder vinegar or 
lemon Juice. If a very piquant sauce 
is liked a half teuspoonful of dry mus¬ 
tard may be mixed with the horserad¬ 
ish. To this mixture add two table- 
spoonfuls of water. Bring to a boil, 
and Just before taking from the fire 
add the beaten yolks of two eggs to 
thicken It. When the sauce was 
served cold with cold meat the horse¬ 
radish. salt and vinegar were mixed, 
and Just before serving four table¬ 
spoonfuls of cream, whipped until very 
firm, were added. 

RECHAUFFE. 

The rechauffe they liked best wW 
one that was also used for cold duck 
or chicken. Two ounces of butler were 
added to a large tablespoonful of cur¬ 
rant or grape Jelly. These were melt¬ 
ed In a saucepan, and a saltspoonful 
of dry mustard was added. The salt 
and pepper were simmered in the sauce 
four or five minutes. Once In a great 
while two tablespoonfuls of good sher¬ 
ry were added to the sauce. 

A second cut of beef that the nov lea 
learned to use for a roast, consisted 
of a prime cut of sirloin steak weigh¬ 
ing about two pounds and a half. For 1 
the family of two, enough was cut off 
from the steak to broil twice. A little 
of the outside fat was trimmed from 
the remnant, it was sprinkled with suit 
and pepper and flour, rolled and skew¬ 
ered. It was then treated like the 
porterhouse roast, and cooked for 
twenty minutes. Take out x the skewers • 
after dishing and pour over it a brown 
gravy mude from the sediment. 
MUSHROOMS. 

When mushrooms are In season, a 
half or a quarter of a pound of these! 
relishes are sometimes added to the 
brown sauce for either this roast, or 
the beefsteak, and the commonplace 
becomes rare. In winter a few' small 
cans of mushrooms kept among the 
supplies enable a cook to work a mir¬ 
acle when the unexpected guest arrives. 

When ready to use the corned beef, 
which the butcher put in brine with-' 
out extra charge, she merely covend 
it with cold water, brought it to a boil 
and simmered until tender. It was 
then moled quUfkly In the liquor in 
which it was boiled and eaten cold i^r 
a luncheon dish or made into a brown 
hash. 

A fried round of steak sometimes 
gntces the table of Mrs. Novice. It * 
sounds poor uml barbarous, but U 
not. A prime slice has the best part 
cut from it. enough for two. It is next 
trimmed and beaten with a hamm* r 
and put in a very hot frying pan over f 
an equally hot fire, and cooked a fniu- « 
ute. It Is then put on a hot platter. . < 
bordered with water cresses. A gravy 4 
Is made from a teaspoonful of flour, 
two or three drops of kitchen boquet. 
a tablespoon of butter, salt and red 
pepper to taste. Pour this over the 

SC eJ k. 

The remnant of the cut is often 
rubbed with olive oil and lemon Juice 
to soften the fiber and fiivor it. The 
next day It is broiled a minute and 
served with parsley and lemon Juice. 

The acid is used first to soften the 
fibers of the meat, and the oil Is used 
to keep them solf. This treatment of 
beefsteak l» well-known to French 
chefs, and If tried by the young house¬ 
wife It will no longer tw* a mystery why 
she has always suck tender steaks at 
clubs and certain hotels.
